Would the Nomination of Eisenhower 


Mean “WAR”? 


My purpose in this article is to 
decide, if possible, whether General Eis- 
enhower will obtain the Republican nom- 
ination. The general is said to have been 
born at Denison, Texas (96 W 32, 33 
N 34 geocentric) 
on October 14, 
1890, “after a 
thunderstorm in

tin, but it sounds 
as though it might 
be authentic, 
though of course 
it is vague and 
needs to be rec- 
tified. 

The method of 
rectification I 
have chosen is 
rectification by 
revolutions, be- 
cause although 
this method is not 
exact, it seems to 
me to give a much better idea whether 
the horoscope so obtained can be relied 
on. The prenatal epoch is an exact 
method, but it needs a more accurate 
horoscope to start with, and it provides 
much less confirmation of the corre- 
spondance of the resulting birth-horo- 
scope with the events of life. 

The events on which the present recti- 
fication is based are these: 1. Appoint- 
ment as U. S. Commander in Europe 
announced June 25, 1942. ( Previously the 
general was employed in the U. S. War

These three 
events already 
give us more revo- 
lutions than can 
be conveniently 
included in one 
article, and I shall 
therefore have to 
summarize the re- 
sults. 

Starting from 
6 p.m. as a con- 
venient approximate hour, | set up the 
lunar return for June 24, 1942. The 
operative positions in the sidereal zodiac 
were as follows: Ascendant 10 Gemini, 
Jupiter 9:09 Gemini, Sun 8:14 Gemini, 
all three being in trine:to the natal Moon 
in 10:47 Libra. These very striking 
positions made it look as though the hour 
were not far out. What we required 
therefore were one or two solar or lunar 
returns which either could not afford to 
be put any earlier or else could not afford 
to be made any later. 
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. The demi-solar return for the same 
event served very well; it could be earlier 
but not more than two or three minutes 
later. With a birth-hour of 6 p.m. L.M.T., 
it showed MC 0° Gemini, Mars 27:51 
Taurus, Jupiter 25:31 Taurus. For mili- 
tary promotion nothing could be more 
suitable. The publicity attendant on this 
event was shown by Moon in 26:28 
Aquarius conjunction the seventh cusp 
in 1° Pisces, which again suggested that 
the hour could be earlier but not later. 
(This chart is calculated for the opposi- 
tion of the Sun to its natal place among 
the stars, April 12, 1942, sidereal time at 
Washington 5:35 :08.) 


The next chart to consider was the: 


solar return 1943-4 for appointment as 
Supreme Allied Commander in Europe. 
This showed sidereal time at London 
16h.03m., with Ascendant 8° Capricorn 
conjunction the natal Jupiter in 9:28 Cap- 
ricorn. The earlier we made this chart, the 
further it would remove Jupiter from the 
Ascendant. Fame was again signified by 
an angular Moon, this time in 7:11 Tau- 
rus conjunction the fourth cusp in 9° 
Taurus. This fourth cusp could there- 
fore afford to be two degrees earlier, but 
there was no need to move it at all. So 
there was already reason to think that 
the 6 p.m. chart was pretty near the mark. 
It might be 2 degrees earlier, or perhaps 
a degree later, but any larger variation 
was unlikely. 

The third event was Victory in Eu- 
rope, which was controlled by the Demi- 
Solar Return for April 13, 1945 and the 
lunar return for April 27, 1945. The 
Solar Return (for October 15, 1944) 
plainly did not cover the whole year, for 
it showed Ascendant 12 Gemini conjunc- 
tion Saturn 16:40 Gemini, and all the 
other planets ineffective, seven of them 
being tucked away in the north-west 
quadrant. This corresponds to the Ger- 
man offensive in the Adrennes, when the 
progress of the Allies was completely 
stopped for several months. These re- 
verses were not bad enough to demand a 
Saturn right on the Ascendant, nor yet 
out of range of it, so the same margin of 
error seems to apply. 

The demi-solar for victory shows 
Ascendant 1° Virgo conjunction Jupiter 
25:0 Leo, opposition Mars 20:21 Aquar- 
ius. This suits the event perfectly, but 
Mars is just over 10 degrees below the 
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reason for treason 


Descendant, which is rather far. This 
chart again, therefore, could hardly be 
any later. And incidentally we find oppos- 
ing the natal Uranus, planet of sudden 
events, both Venus, planet of Peace, and 
also the Moon. 

Now comes the most remarkable one of 
all. Hitherto the charts could all be earlier 
but no later. The lunar return for victory 
shows Mars in 1:38 Pisces right on the 
Descendant of the demisolar (assuming 
this to be no earlier), a full Moon right 
across the natal horizon (assuming this 
too to be no earlier), and the midheaven 
in 4° Capricorn, 5% degrees short of 
natal Jupiter and therefore likely again 
to be no earlier. 

Thus the roughly assumed time of 6 
p.m., LAM.T.,.not only fits admirably the 
events of life, but appears to be surpris- 
ingly exact. The method however is not 
itself very exact and we must still allow 
a degree either way. But in compensa- 
tion for this inexactitude we can feel far 
more certain than by any other method 
that this is the genuine horoscope. 

This hour of 6 p.m. has been rectified 
by Clement Hey, F.A.F.A., to 5:54 p.m. 
L.M.T., and again by the staff of Ameri- 
can Astrology, using the prenatal epoch, 
to 6h.06m.57s. p.m. L.M.T. Though I 
respect both these rectifications, knowing 
both to be based on arduous and careful 
work, I do not feel able to accept an 
adjustment of 7 minutes later, nor is my 
confidence in the prenatal epoch such as 
to render it obligatory. Equally the mar- 
gin of 6 minutes earlier would somewhat 
spoil the remarkable exactitude of the 
lunar return for Victory in Europe, and 
I shall therefore operate with a birth-hour 
of 6 p.m., which will be quite exact 
enough for our purposes. 

I therefore present the horoscope of 
General Eisenhower as it appears in the 
sidereal zodiac. It will be seen that Aries 
rises instead of Taurus. Although in the 
tropical zodiac the sign Taurus is just 
as suitable for a soldier as for any other 
profession, this is not true of the constel- 
lation Taurus. In the sidereal zodiac 
Aries is far more suitable for a soldier. 
The Moon setting in Libra agrees with 
fame, popularity, and the ability to hold 
the balance of conflicting interests and 
duties. Sun in Virgo is also suitable be- 
cause the combination of the signs of 
Mercury and Mars makes a strategist. 
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Republican Convention 


The Republican National Convention 
will officially open on July 7th at 10 a.m. 
C.S.T. in Chicago. We require therefore 
Eisenhower’s demi-solar return for April 
12, 1952, his lunar for July 2nd, and his 
quarti-lunar for July 8th. All of these fall 
very much under the influence of Mars 
and the Moon, and it is just possible that 
this might signify pre-occupation with a 
military emergency. It is much to be 
hoped that that will not be so, for Eisen- 
hower now has Neptune transiting in 
opposition to his Sun, and in the autumn 
Saturn also, which means that at that time 
he could not possibly be successful as a 
commander. Indeed, astrologically speak- 
ing, it would be better if Eisenhower 
were not elected. We cannot hope for 
much from a President who comes into 
office having Uranus transiting his Mars 
and both Saturn and Neptune opposing 
his Sun. 

In all the three charts for the date of 
the Convention Jupiter is angular for 
Eisenhower, and this would be enough to 
presage success were it not for two 
things; first, Jupiter is consistently about 
ten degrees from the angle in question, 
and thus not as strong as he might be; 
and secondly, Senator Taft’s positions are 
almost equally good. Taft’s Jupiter in his 
demi-lunar and quarti-lunar returns is 
weaker, being below the earth, but he has 
the conjunction of Sun, Venus, and 
Uranus angular, and his natal Sun is not 
aftlicted.. On this evidence therefore it 
would seem unwise to lay odds against 
the nomination of Senator Taft. 

Frankly I am surprised at the remark- 
able equality between these two men’s 
prospects. Whatever happens at the Na- 
tional Convention, each will go away feel- 
ing that he has done himself credit. But 
in order to decide which of them will be 
successful in July I have had to resort to 
a ruse and look up their horoscopes for 
November. For evidently whoever is suc- 
cessful in July will score either a triumph 
or a disaster in November. 

Taft’s lunar return for October 28th is 
certainly good, but I doubt if it amounts 
to a triumph; and his quarti-lunar for 
November 4th shows nothing in particu- 
lar. Eisenhower’s demi-lunar for Novem- 
ber Ist cannot possibly be said to show 
nothing im particular; it shows a quite 
definite result, and the conclusion is that 





he may be the Republican candidate. 
Whether that result is a triumph or a 
disaster will be revealed later on; it is not 
the subject of the present article. 


Democratic Convention 


Owing to lack of data it is not pos- 
sible at the time of writing to say defi- 
nitely who will be the Democratic candi- 
date for the Presidency. Averell Harri- 
man’s hour of birth is unknown; and 
were he to have been born about 7 a.m. 
then Jupiter in July would be in transit 
over his natal Moon, which would mean 
a great swing of popularity in his favor. 
Senator Russell’s horoscope was given in 
the June issue of American Astrology. 
The native’s statement was vague, but 
a check of the hour with two important 
events of the life seems to establish that 
the horoscope there given was correct. 
Were Senator Russell to have been born 
half an hour earlier he would have a good 
chance at Chicago; but I do not think he 
was, and therefore his chance is not very 
great. 


Senator Kefauver’s horoscope was also 
given in the June issue of this magazine, 
but unfortunately without any statement 
of the source of the data; nor have I for 
checking purposes any exact dates in his 
career. It is therefore impossible to be 
certain that the horoscope is correct. I 
think, however, that it very well may be, 
and if it is, then Kefauver has a sur- 
prisingly good chance. There may of 
course be other competitors, and there- 
fore in this race no runner can be at 
odds-on; and we must not forget that 
Mr. Harriman may be enjoying that 
transit of Jupiter which is just what the 
doctor orders for occasions such as these, 
Nonetheless Senator Kefauver’s stars are 
such that to bet against him seems on 
present information inadvisable. My con- 
sidered opinion is that Senator Russell 
will not receive the nomination. Senator 
Kefauver will either receive it or at any 
rate do better than is now generally ex- 
pected—provided always, of course, that 
the horoscopes are accurate.

Co Live By 


Loire is something more than eating 
and drinking, working and playing, and 
paying the bills. Since far, far back in 
the past it has been accepted as axiomatic 
by all thoughtful people that “Man can- 
not live b¥ bread alone.” That means that 
Man requires spiritual as well as material 
sustenance. This concept was implied 
when Man first became a “living soul.” 

Of life on other planets or in other 
worlds, if such there be, we know noth- 
ing, though the astronomers tell us that 
life—at least as we know it—is impos- 
sible elsewhere. However, life here on 
earth is real to us and must be faced as 
best we can. So much time and effort 
must be spent in keeping body and soul 
together that there seems to be little left 
for obtaining that spiritual sustenance so 
necessary for our well-being. But spent 
it must be if we are to really “live.” 

That word “spiritual” frequently is 
misunderstood. While it may imply sacred 
or religious things generally, it does not 
necessarily do so. Its essential purpose is 
to differentiate between the incorporeal 
and the material. It relates to the “inner 
life’ —to the soul—whether it assumes a 
religious phase or not. Regardless of his 
religious beliefs, there is a spiritual qual- 
ity in Man which must be fed just as 
truly as the fact that his material needs 
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not something to be sought afar but are 
now here present and available to all. 

Around two thousand years ago there 
lived in Galilee a man named Jesus, later 
known as Jesus Christ, who became 
known and almost universally acknowl- 
edged as an exponent and example of 
righteous living. He preached and prac- 
tised Truth, though he failed to define it. 
No more may we lesser mortals attempt 
to do so other than to turn the word 
back on itself and say that Truth is that 
which is true. But to come to the point: 
according to’ the record, Jesus made the 
statement and taught that “The kingdom 
if heaven is within you.” This, I believe, 
is gospel Truth, with no_ theological 
strings attached, and if this be so, then 
heaven is within my reach and yours 
and yours, here and now. 

Quite obviously the “kingdom of 
heaven” to which Jesus referred is not a 
place but a term of classification signifi- 
cant of a spiritual state or condition of 
being. We might similarly speak of the 
animal kingdom or of the vegetable king- 
dom. Astrologically, it is the realm of 
Uranus, a word derived from the Greek 
Ouranos — heaven — and suggestive of 
what is “above” us, that is, in the world 
of spirit. This is no mere play upon 
words, for the same conception would 


must be supplied. What I am trying to} hold good if we substituted Herschel, 


do in this article is to bring forward some 
suggestions which I have found helpful 
in satisfying my own inner needs. 
Consciously or subconsciously each of 
us is seeking heaven—the realm of spirit 
—or at least a bit of it, here and now, 
regardless of any consideration we may 
have as to the hereafter. If you hope to 
“go to heaven” when you die, that is your 
affair and I have no quarrel with you. 
But as for me, and undoubtedly for many 
kindred souls, heaven and its blessings are 


another name for Uranus. 

Look at your horoscope and you will 
find there not only Uranus, ruler of the 
heavens, but the rulers of all the other 
“kingdoms.” They are all “within” us— 
the kingdoms of Saturn, of Jupiter, of 
Mars, and all the rest. Looking at the 
matter abstractly, it seems as though we 
should pay almost as much attention to 
these other planetary influences as to that 
of Uranus. We certainly can’t evade them 
in any way. 
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Astrology is a very old study and 
through the centuries Man long was lim- 
ited to knowledge of the Sun, Moon, and 
planets Mercury, Venus, Mars, Jupiter, 
and Saturn. It is only within compara- 
tively recent times that Uranus, Neptune, 
and Pluto have entered Man’s conscious- 
ness. Their discovery opened a new and 
wider vista—one unavailable to earlier 
astrologers but undoubtedly “sensed” 
since earliest times by those spiritually 
gifted. Otherwise, how could Jesus have 
made his statement concerning the “king- 
dom of heaven ?”’— a conception probably 
long pre-dating his time. The spiritual 
realm certainly has existed since time be- 
gan. Beyond that no man knows or can 
know. 

God—A Mystery 


Who or What God is, is a mystery. 
You may formulate your idea and I 
mine, but in any case our beliefs must 
rest on faith. But who, noting the con- 
tinual renewal of our bodies without our 
own volition, can for a minute doubt that 
there is a Creator, all-wise and all-pow- 
erful, who placed us here for some pur- 
pose? True, our parents were the agents 
of our physical creation, but in the mat- 
ter of fertilization and consequent devel- 
opment of our bodies they played no part 
whatever. “Nature did it,” you may say. 
Well, so far as I can see, nature is byt 
a phase of God’s power and wisdom. 

If we are to rise above the creed of idol 
worshipers we must conceive of God as 
Incorporeal Being—the spiritual source of 
all that is. Therefore our approach to 
Him must be by way of our spiritual 
functions, with which we all are endowed, 
no matter how we may use them. What- 
ever we may need or desire must come 
from Him, for there is no other source, 

‘regardless of channels. If we blind our- 
selves to this fact we often unknowingly 
block the channels. Many people who 
turn to God for spiritual sustenance either 
hesitate or refuse to ask of Him any- 
thing along material lines, considering 
such a procedure wrong or irreligious. On 
the face of it this appears, at least to me, 
to be entirely illogical, for God made both 
earth and heaven. If one needs or wants 
anything that seems to be unattainable 
by personal effort, the most natural 
things to do would be to first ask God 
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for it and then proceed on the assumption 
that the way to get it will be shown. 

To be successful in prayer, two things 
are necessary—faith and courage. Astro- 
logically, Jupiter is associated with faith, 
Mars with courage. Uranus is symbolic 
of the heavenly element, Saturn of the 
material. Venus contributes love and 
beauty to both. The Moon reflects’ emo- 
tional and sense impressions. Neptune 
and Pluto apparently are related to realms 
intermediate between the spiritual and 
material. Mercury is the Messenger who 
makes possible our consciousness of both 
worlds. Back of all is the Sun, symbolic 
of the Creator of all things, both visible 
and invisible. All of these “kingdoms” 
are within us, as shown’ by our horo- 
scopes. The state or condition of each 
when we started life on the earth plane 
also is shown, as well as the inter-rela- 
tionship between each two kingdoms, as 
evidenced by the aspects. To those un- 
familiar with astrology this may appear 
to be a fantastic picture, but it may easily 
be verified by anyone who is willing to 
investigate. 

Not all astrologers will agree with my 
summation of the functions of the various 
planetary angles or rulers of the king- 
doms, especially those who view astrology 
with a materialistic slant and think of 
Mars, Saturn, Uranus, Neptune and 
Pluto as malefics. But to me there are no 
malefics in God’s creation. It is only when 
wrong use is made or has been made of 
any horoscopic element that it becomes 
malefic. Even heaven (Uranus) may 
seem undesirable when its function is 
abused. 

Accordjng to my philosophy it is by a 
Uranian process that the invisible is 
made visible—that the incorpoteal be- 
comes corporeal. What I call “Uranian 
prayer” is a means to that end—asking 
God for something, with a fervid expec- 
tation of receiving it, and giving thanks 
for it perhaps for a considerable period 
before the thing itself actually comes to 
hand. This takes both faith and courage. 
But since I have at least the germ of 
these attributes of Jupiter and Mars with- 
in me, why should I doubt? Even though 
they may not as yet be well developed, 
nevertheless I have them; and so have 
you. If faith and courage are weak, there 
is only one way to strengthen them and

that is by working at it, just as you would 
for the attainment of any material end. 

The object of all prayer, as I’ see it, is 
to change or condition oneself that con- 
scious contact is made with the Source of 
all things. Prayer of this kirid is an act of 
faith—faith that God can and will answer 
evety petition, even though one should 
pray for the wrong thing, as sometimes 
happens. If the Creator is unchangeable, 
as He is conceived to be, then it is useless 
to ask favors of Him or endeavor to'seek 
His indulgence. Prayer reacts on the 
pray-er, not on God. When, by means of 
prayer, we enter the spiritual realm we 
automatically receive spiritual sustenance 
—something to live by. The way in which 
this is transmuted into material form is 
one of the mysteries and is known only to 
God. But it can and does happen, world 
without end. 

When a person says that he has prayed 
and prayed and nothing good happened, 
it is self-evident that he has not learned 
how to pray. Saying prayers and actually 
praying are quite different things. Only 
the persistent prayer of faith will work 
and accomplish its purpose. When you 
begin giving thanks for that which is not 
yet visible, you dutifully honor and 
acknowledge God but do not influence 
Him or his mystical processes in the 
slightest. You do, however, increase your 
own faith, without which nothing is pos- 
sible, even to God. The fact that you pray 
at all is evidence of some faith. 

It appears to make little difference in 
whom or what faith is placed. Faith in 
God direct, faith in Christ, faith in a 
Saint, in self, a talisman, amulet, even a 
rabbit’s foot—all bring results. This is 
not surprising for, after all, these are but 
agents of*the Creator, who alone does the 
work. But faith in God direct would 
logically seem to be the most potent faith 
of all. It is Man’s part to apply the faith, 
which is said to be capable of removing 
mountains. This may be figurative langu- 
age, but it well expresses the fundamental 
idea of what faith can do. 

Let me illustrate by two simple ex- 
amples how faith has worked for me per- 
sonally. I am a stamp collector who, like 
many other members of the fraternity, 
has little money to spend on stamps. I 
especially wanted stamps from one of the 
small islands of the B.W.I. So I said to 
myself, “These stamps are coming to me, 
how or, from whom I don’t know, but 


they are coming.” Then I started to give 
thanks for them and, sure enough, in a 
short time they turned up, some coming 
from Holland, of all places, and from an 
unexpected source. 

The second stamp incident is even 
more noteworthy. Some years ago, when 
I was just learning of the power of faith, 
I was up in Canada on a vacation. Just 
as an experiment I decided to try it out, 
saying to myself, “At 11 o’clock on such 
and such a morning someong is coming 
to me with stamps.” With no more effort, 
but always keeping the thought in the 
back of my mind and anticipating the ar- 
rival, I waited. Right on the dot on the 
appointed morning, while I was at the 
piano doing some composition, a young 
clergyman whom I had never met or 
heard of came to the door with a cigar 
box full of stamps. He was not a col- 
lector, but someone had told him that I 
was. I thanked him and bought the stamps 
—a deal that was mutually satisfactory. 
It was just a case of simple faith, not in 
anyone or in anything particular, but in 
faith itself and similar to the circum- 
stances of the previously mentioned inci- 
dent but even more startling. 

If you would profit from my experi- 
ences but feel that your faith is weak, 
there is only one way to strengthen it 
and that is by working at it, as I said 
before. Start out with some simple need 
or desire—something that does not appear 
to be beyond the range of possibility— 
claim it as your own, give thanks for it, 
and patiently wait, never giving up. The 
chances are that it will come to you 
within a reasonable period. But if you 
waver from day to day you will break 
down as fast as you build up and can 
reasonably expect nothing. 

Faith Within 

The germ of faith is within you— 
you can’t get away from that—but it 
must be nourished and cultivated if you 
would have it work for you. After ac- 
complishing little things. you can go on 
from there and, with ever-increasing 
faith, tackle larger problems. You already 
have the courage—if you will but use it. 

I don’t know whether those versed in 
astrology pray more or less or have a bet- 
ter understanding of prayer than others, 
but I do know that they should have, 
with their knowledge of planetary forces. 
These latter are, to me, agents of the

For the past ten years I have not 
missed reading your magazine. I 
would like to call your attention to 
the Resolution that.appeared in May 
issue, under the name Mrs. James F. 
McDermott. 

I refer. to the word (anti-Chris- 
tian), and also the paragraph that 
reads, “That any elected official, hav- 
ing been sworn into office on the 
Bible, be impeached if he violates the 
Christian concepts of the Constitu- 
tion he has sworn to uphold. Etc.” 

I also refer to the words Christian 
American members. 

One simple dictionary meaning of 
the word Christian defines it as: 
“pertaining to or believing in Christ 
or Christianity.” The word Chris- 
tianity is defined as, “The religion 
stemming from Christ's precepts. 
Also, the state of being a Christian.” 

How are we to know exactly what 
Christian concepts of the Constitu- 
tion this resolution mentions? 

Among the many different relig- 
ions and denominations here in the 
United States there are many differ- 
ent beliefs and versions regarding 
Christ and Christianity. 

Christianity has passed through 
many changes since the Constitution 
was written. The founders of the - 
Constitution must have foreseen 
these changes and difference of opin- 
ion as they did not include the word 
Christianity in the Constitution. 

“The government of the United 
States of America is not in any 
sense, founded upon the Christian 
Religion.”—George Washington: 

Treaty with Tripolo, 1797. 
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The first paragraph of The Dec- 
laration of Independence, July 4, 
1776, reads: ' 

“When, in the course of human 
events, it becomes necessary for one 
people to dissolve the political bands 
which have connected them with an- 
other, and to assume, among the 
powers of the earth, the separate and 
equal station to which the laws of 
nature and of nature’s God entitle 
them, a decent respect to the opinions 
of mankind requires that they should 
declare the causes which impel them 
to the separation.” 

From what particular religion or 
denomination will we choose the 
right concepts of Christianity? And 
does being opposite to that choice 
niake one an anti-Christian? 

What Christian concepts of the 
Constitution does an elected official 
swear to uphold when taking office? 
And when does it become a viola- 
tion?

ANSWER: It would appear that in the 
use of the phrase, “Christian concept 
of—” Mrs. McDermott was correct 
in her choice of words. Of course an 
elected official swears to uphold the “Con- 
stitution”—only—but on the assumption 
that the man is in most instances of the 
Christian Faith (the use of the Bible in 
administering the oath of office implies 
as much), it may be further assumed that 
he also supports the Christian concept 
thereof. Actually, there is nothing in the 
Constitution that precludes a Jew, a Mo- 
hammedan, a Buddhist or even an Atheist 
from holding office in the Government of 
these United States if the American 
People (voters) agree that an Atheist 
is the best man available for the office or 
if the spiritual forces and ideals of the

nation should reach such a low ebb that 
the People would not consider it im- 
portant whether an officer of the govern- 
ment believes in God or not. Even the 
Presidency, though limited to native-born 
Americans, is constitutionally open to a 
member of any religious Faith under the 
Sun—or of none at all. There are posi- 
tively no religious restrictions whatever 
in the Constitution. As it stands the J st 
Amendment to the Constitution reads: 
“Congress shall make no law re- 
specting the establishment of re- 
ligion or prohibiting the free exercise 
thereof.” 

That is clear enough and must be in- 
terpreted as completely without reserva- 
tion, divorcing the government of U. S. 
from Religion in any form. We know the 
intent of this amendment was to close the 
door on Religious Intolerance. Our Fore- 
fathers can be forgiven for not having 
foreseen a day when it would be intel- 
lectually fashionable to ;:abandon all Re- 
ligion. They were justified in assuming 
that commonsense, not to mention con- 
science, could be trusted to guide the 
People and their representatives in the 
extremely remote possibility that the issue 
of “God or Man” should ever arise. 

Frankly the Christians have not been 
acquitting themselves so creditably in 
recent years. There have been unmis- 
takable indications that the “Fires of 
Faith” have been allowed to diminish to 
an alarming extent in Christendom. The 
deadly miasma of appeasement has 
drugged whole nations into a false sense 
of security. Compromise is the keynote 
of present-day Diplomacy. Patience and 
forbearance may be fine Christian virtues, 
but when to be patient involves com- 
promising the Principles of Honor and 
Justice in the interests of an_ illusive 
Peace—this is folly and it is not Chris- 
tian. 

It is an undeniable fact that the Chris- 
tians of the World have taken the lead in 
appeasing the sworn enemies of Christ— 
the enemies of all Religion—of God Him- 
self. Without the help of these “Foolish 
Virgins” (appeasers) Communism could 
never have gotten out of Russia—or even 
Moscow, for that matter. Now, behold! 
Thanks to the self-proclaimed followers 
of Christ they are really in business. 
Small wonder that the cry now is, “In 
Christendom where is the Christian?”

In your May issue of American 
Astrology you give the chart of Gen- 
eral MacArthur with Libra Ascend- 
ant and Moon in Leo. 

In the Bulletina of 1951-52 on 
page 162 you will find that his cor- 
rect hour of birth is 1:13:37 A.M. 
which gives him 14:59 Scorpio As- 
cendant and Moon in Cancer. 

It is far better to use a solar chart 
than an incorrect horoscope, which 
is confusing, to say the least. 


Hoping you can correct error, 
G. S. 


ANSWER: G. S. is 100% right. Incor- 
rect horoscopes are indeed confusing. 
However, authentic birth hours are often 
not available in any known records. This 
we found to be the situation anent Gen- 
eral MacArthur. A most diligent search 
had been all unavailing. No one knew or 
knew anyone who did know and the 
General himself was not talking. In such 
cases, a speculative chart may be tenta- 
tively accepted, provided, of course, it 
is clearly indicated that the hour is not 
the birth hour but a speculative hour and 
the method by which it was determined 
is also given. 

It will be noted that in our May issue, 
(page 5), in connection with the horo- 
scope of General MacArthur, we com- 
plied with these requirements as follows: 


The charts used in this article are erected ac- 
cording to the Mother’s birthdate system. (See 
What They Mean by Paul G. Clancy, P. 5) It 
should be explained that this chart is not pre- 
sented as an authentic birth horoscope, i.e., it is 
not claimed that this is a chart for the precise 
time of birth or the drawing of the first breath. 
It is rather a planetary pattern determined by 
the mean position of the Mother’s progressed 
moon during the period of gestation. From that 
point ot view it may be more accurately defined 
a hereditary pattern. Much evidence and support 
of this was presented by Isabelle M. Pagan in 
Hour of Destiny (American Astrology, July, 
3951, ¥. 7.) 


When we received the above communi- 
cation (from G, S.) advising us that the 
“correct” hour had been published in 
the Bulletina we immediately wrote to 
Llewellyn George under date of April 
21st asking for the source of the birth 
hour given. After nearly three weeks had 
passed and we had not received any reply, 
we wrote again (May 7th), calling atten- 
tion to our previous letter and requesting 
a reply at their earliest convenience. An- 
other week passed finally at this writing 
(May 14th) and we decided to get some 
action, because the closing date of this 
issue is drawing nigh. We phoned Mr. 
George's office in Los Angeles and his 
secretary informed us that the hour given 
in the Bulletina had been obtained from 
Miss Florence Campbell, of the Liberal 
Arts Institute in New York, though at 
present a resident of Hollywood. We 
then called Miss Campbell at her home 
in Hollywood and she advised us that 
she had never, to her knowledge, given 
General MacArthur's birth hour to any- 
one for the very good reason that she 
did not know it herself—not even ap- 
proximately. 

Thus it would appear that when G. S. 
assumes that the hour given in the Bul- 
letina was the “correct” one which we 
should be censured for not knowing, 
G. S. was taking much—too much—for 
granted. On the record so far we must 
reject that hour as purely speculative 
without even the saving grace of having 
been so labelled. 

At the same time that this was brought 
to our attention it was pointed out that a 
chart for the General had been published 
in the March-April 1952 issue of the 
Rising Star, a publication believed to be 
affiliated with the Church of Light and 
published in Wichita, Kansas. The hour 
given by this publication was sharply 
at variance with that used by the Bul- 
letina, These were 1:13:37 A.M. and 
4:35 P.M., with 14:59 Scorpio and 27 :42 
Cancer ascending respectively. 

We wrote to Mildred Schuler, Editor 
of the Rising Star at the same time that 
we wrote to Llewellyn Publications and 
received a reply which we quote: 

I set about to rectify the chart ac- 
cording to the information relative 
to the General's personality which I 
found from reading, as nowhere did 
I find the slightest hint of the time of 
day when he was born. 
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I set out to write a story, giving 
my findings, which 1 was going to 
send to you. 

But before completing the work, I 
called in another astrologer, a very 
good one, Mrs. Adelaide Dodge, 
formerly of Cleveland, Ohio, to look 
over the work and give her opinion 
of my rectified chart. 

Here is what she said: “In the 
autumn of 1941, before the Japs 
struck Pearl Harbor, I gave a lec- 
ture in Cleveland on the chart of 
Douglas MacArthur. I got the idea 
and the date of his birth from a copy 
of the Cleveland Plain Dealer pub- 
lished in October or November of 
that year. I remember the time be- 
cause of what people said to me 
about my talk when he so suddenly 
made news when the Japs hit. 

It was in a tabloid, rotogravure 
section of the paper, with Mac- 
Arthur's picture on the cover, The 
time of his birth was given on 
the inside pages of that section 
of the paper. 

She did not remember the exact 
date of the paper, but it was autumn 
of 1941, and a tabloid section, retro- 
gravure printing, with MacArthur's 
picture on the cover. It was a Sun- 
day paper. 

We wrote to the Cleveland Plain 
Dealer for the precise reference dated 
rather vaguely by Mrs. Schuler. The 
Editor of the Plain Dealer replied 
promptly and advised that if such an ar- 
ticle had appeared in one of their Sun- 
day editions during the period in ques- 
tion it was no doubt a feature of the 
magazine section, This Week, a syndi- 
cated Feature Section prepared and pub- 
lished in New York. We contacted the 
syndicate and were informed that at no 
time had they ever published such an ar- 
ticle. We confirmed this by personal 
reference to the newspaper files in the 
New York Public Library. Such an ar- 
ticle had not appeared in This Week 
during September, October, November or 
December 1941. 

We then called Mrs. Schuler in 
Wichita for any additional clues she 
might have which might lead us to the 
article cited. Mrs. Schuler referred us to 
Mrs. Dodge, also a resident of Wichita. 
A phone call to Mrs. Dodge finally estab- 
lished the fact that the birth hour given 


by the Rising Star was in the same cate- 
gory as that published by the Bulletina, 
i.e. no factual basis whatever, In con- 
versation with Mrs. Dodge it developed 
that she was not quite certain that it was 
the Plain Dealer that published the ar- 
ticle. It could have been the New York 
Sunday Times, but in any case she. was 
not in a position to say positively that 
the time of birth had been given. It 
seems that there had been some misun- 
derstanding by’ Mrs. Schuler—we all 
know how easily this can happen. Since 
Mrs. Dodge had mentioned the New 
York Sunday Times as the possible (al- 
ternative) source of the information she 
had given Mrs. Schuler we did not feel 
that we could consider our investigation 
complete until we had also checked this 
reference. An examination of the files of 
the New York Times during the last 
four months of 1941 revealed nothing at 
all of a biographical nature anent Gen- 
eral MacArthur. 

After completing the text on the above 
we received the following letter in con- 
firmation of details: 

Wichita, Kansas. May 15, 1952. 

A short time after our telefhone 
conversation this morning, I called 
the number I gave you and found I 
had erred again, and that it was Mrs. 
Dodge’s daughter's number that I 
gave you, and when talking to Mrs. 
Dodge I learned that you had not 
succeeded in talking to her direct. 

Mrs. Dodge insisted that the Mac- 
Arthur story was in the rotogravure 
section of the Cleveland Plain Deal- 
er. That section could have had an- 
other name, such as the one you 
suggested, but it did have a full size, 
and very striking picture of Mac- 
Arthur, and a story of his life and 
ancestry. 

She gave the talk on MacArthur 
on Thursday before Pearl Harbor. 
That would have been Dec. 4, 1941. 
But she had the paper in her pos- 
session several weeks before she de- 
cided to talk about it. It could have 
been for a Sunday in September. 

Furthermore, she said at the time 
she was following your “Mother's 
Birthdate” system in rectifying 
charts, and maybe that was where 
she got the time of birth.* After so 


w&kThat was our source of the hour used in our 
May issue. 
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many years, she said she just couldn't 
remember. 

I called our City Library to see 
if they had files of the Cleveland 
Plain Dealer for back years, which 
they did not have. 

It might be that some library in 
New York City, and surely the 
Library in Cleveland has complete 
files of back numbers of the Cleve- 
land Plain Dealer. Somewhere, some- 
one ought to be able to get hold of 
a copy of that paper. 

It looks as though that when the 
AFA descends upon Cleveland for 
their coming convention, if some of 
those people would ask to look at the 
files of the Plain Dealer, the credit 
for finding it for the satisfaction of 
all the astrologers in the country 
should reward effort in running it 
down. Mrs. Dodge’s first impression 
was that she got the time from that 
paper. 

I have found an unlimited source 
of reference material on all the 
prominent people of the world. Al 
the reference desk of any public 
library are books of biography, well 
indexed and with annual new vol- 
umes printed. They include the day 
and year of birth, the place of birth 
and address, in case anyone wishes 
to write to them for their birth time. 
These books also give a_ concise 
record of the early life and public 
life of each one, for quick review.

The mystery is finally tracked 
down—at least in part. 

It took some time to contact Llew- 
ellyn since he has not been too well 
and is not regularly at the office. He 
tells me that about four years ago he 
sent out a questionnaire to several of 
the astrologers (which I had forgot- 
ten) asking what Ascendants they 
used—not necessarily vouched for— 
for the list of notables: given. He 
happened to choose mine for Mac- 
Arthur. 

[t is all rather dim in my mind, 
but what I did (and do) is use 0 Leo 
58. Digging way back in my files for 
the authority I find an ancient chart 


which had been progressed to Janu- 
ary, 1942, which is probably the year 
I received it, and labeled by me “ac- 
cording to ’ I certainly 
don’t want to have her put on the 
spot nor do I ever remember her 
saying it was authentic—but it 
seemed logical and seems to have 
worked. I'm very certain I never 
gave it out as “absolutely correct” 
for I don’t know that it is or where 
it came from originally. I’m very 
leary of stating exact hours unless I 
have them close to firsthand. She is a 
fine astrologer and doubtless had her 
good reasons. 

That is really all I know or ever 
did know and I’m sorry you had so 
much trouble running it down. If 
you use my letter I'd rather you 
didn’t mention her in this connection 
unless you want to contact her your- 
self apart from the chart she gave 
me.

OPEN LETTER — TO 
Honorable Lyndon Johnson, 
United States Senator from Texas. 
Dear Senator Johnson’: 

I have just completed reading the 
resolutions and the formal House 
Bill numbered 5080 as introduced by 
the Honorable John T. Wood of 
Idaho relating to a proposal that we 
of the United States of America 
withdraw from membership in the 
so-called United Nations. 

Giving credit where credit is due 
should also be given to the magazine 
American Astrology published by 
Paul G. Clancy in New York and 
which resolutions with letter attached 
were sent in by a Mrs. James F. Mc- 
Dermott of Houston. I believe both 
the latter mentioned should he highly 
commended for bringing this very 
important issue before the public, at 
least this is my first time to have an 
opportunity to read such. 

Inasmuch as I consider this Bill 
5080 one of the most important be- 
fore the American citizenry | there- 
fore urge that you give this your 
every attention and do all that can 
humanly be done to defeat any move 
that would allow this nation to fur- 
ther participate in any United Na- 
tions activities and urge that we with- 
draw from any such organization. 

We want to preserve our sacred 
sovereignty and since this nation has 
always been a haven for the op- 
pressed yet let us not let our senti- 
ment run to such impractical propor- 
tions that we relinguish that which is 
our birthright, our own native land, 
and Constitution.

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It is our hope that publication of this 
letter may inspire other readers to like- 
wise write to their Congressmen, because 
only through letters from their constitu- 
ents can the Representatives of the People 
know definitely what is expected of them 
by the People on controversial subjects. 

It seems to me that so much of the 
confusion that prevails in Washington 
today could be avoided if the affairs of 
the nation were conducted in a strictly 
constitutional manner. 

The Constitution of these United States 
is truly an amazing document. There 
simply-is not any imaginable situation, 
contingency, or possible national emer- 
gency,.that is not provided for—precisely 
yet concisely—not one superfluous word 
—not a comma out of place, Yet it is 
also evident that every word that was 
used was carefully selected to convey pre- 
cisely the meaning that was intended—no 
more and no less. A masterpiece of pers- 
picacity and clear thinking written for the 
Ages. 

Yet we almost daily witness collossal 
blunders by those responsible for the ad- 
ministration of the affairs of the People, 
all of which could have been avoided if 
the responsible official had acted in ac- 
cordance with the Constitution.

By way of further illustrating the re- 
markable comprehension and Foresight 
of the men who framed this Constitution, 
let us take a really tough situation. Let us 
consider the “Tidelands” issue. How could 
the Fathers of our Country foresee the 
day when jurisdiction over, and owner- 
ship of, the products of the land under 
the ocean would be in dispute as between 
the, Federal Government and Govern- 
ments of various states? They could not 
have foreseen the discovery of Oil under 
the ocean—nor was it necessary that they 
should. They were dealing with basic 
principles of equity from the point of 
view of a “Government of the Péople, by 
the People, for the People,” hence all pos- 
sible situations involving Federal vs. State 
ownership and jurisdiction were provided 


for in Article IV, Relationship between 
Federal & State Governments, Section 3, 
Rules Respecting Government Property: 
“The Congress shall have power 
to dispose of and make all needful 
rules and regulations respecting ter- 
ritory or other property belonging to 
the United States; and nothing in 
this Constitution shall be so con- 
strued as to prejudice any claims of 
the United States or any particular 
state thereof.” 

Clearly the “Tidelands” issue is a 
question of State’s Rights and is a mat- 
ter for Congress, and Congress alone, to 
decide; what Congress decides becomes 
the Law of the Land and both Federal 
and State Governments are bound by it 
—until Congress can be persuaded to 
amend or change the Law. Yet we under- 
stand the Supreme Court has already 
ruled on this “Tidelands” issue in favor 
of the Eederal Government. Under the 
Constitution the Supreme Court has no 
authority to make a decision that involves 
the “disposal” of the property or terri- 
tory of the United States. Furthermore, 
since the dispute is between the_ Fed- 
eral Government and one of the States, 
not between individual citizens, there 
is no question of “Constitutional Rights” 
to be considered—the Supreme Court 
does not even have Appellate jurisdic- 
tion in a question of State’s Rights. 
These are questions that must be set- 
tled by “Acts of Congress.” Any de- 
cision a Court might make must in- 
evitably prejudice the claim of either the 
United States or the “particular State” 
involved. This would be in direct viola- 
tion of this section 3, article IV of the 
Constitution. 

Another controversial issue that is con- 
tinually, but needlessly, bedevilling the 
citizens of these United States is the 
Divorce muddle resulting from the di- 
versity of Laws governing Divorce in the 
various states. The whole mess is utterly 
ridiculous. It may be argued that it could 
be avoided if uniform divorce laws pre- 
vailed in the various states, but regard- 
less of the merits of that contention the 
fact remains that such uniform laws do 
not prevail and until the ‘Constitution is 
amended in such a manner we must en- . 
force the Laws as they are according to 
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the Constitution as it is. This is not dif- 
ficult—not in any sense a problem. 


Article IV Section 1 of our Constitu- 
tion provides that “Full faith and credit 
shall be given in each state to the public 
acts, records and judicial proceedings of 
every other state.’ If that isn’t clear 
enough it is difficult to think of any bet- 
ter way to say it. That plainly says that 
no state has the constitutional right to 
refuse to recognize the judgment of a 
court in another state whether the judg- 
ment be to grant a divorce or whatever 
it may be. Nor can this be by-passed by 
limiting the rejection to the jurisdiction of 
the state making the protest. It will be 
noted that the words, “Full faith and 
credit” are used. That means just what it 
says, “Full faith and credit,”—not partial 
or with reservations. Yet only recently 
California refused to recognize a Nevada 
divorce to the great embarrassment of the 
principals (who had re-married) and 
the Supreme Court actually upheld Cali- 
fornia’s refusal as Constitutional! How 
can they do these things? California 
may have contended that those people 
only went to Nevada to evade the Cali- 
fornia Divorce Laws but that was some- 
thing for Nevada to decide, not Califor- 
nia. It could be as reasonably argued that 
a murder was deliberately committed in a 
state other than the state of residence 
merely to evade the Death penalty and for 
that reason the convicted man should be 
forced to again stand trial in the state 
where he resided before’ the crime was 
committed. 


Returning to this question of localized 
Divorce Laws. In the particular case cited 
above Nevada having decided to grant 
the divorce by virtue of its Sovereign 
Right as a state, California had no choice 
under the Constitution but to recognize 
that divorce. To fail to do this was to 
violate the Constitutional Rights of the 
persons involved. If there is a case so fla- 
grant that it cannot be accepted without 
question, then California should present 
its evidence of collusion and fraud to the 
state which has been defrauded, which can 
then decide in its own right if any addi- 
tional action is necessary, but this is not 
a Constitutional question and the Su- 
preme Court has nothing to do with it. 





In the face of a constant repetition of 
acts of constitutional indifference on the 
part of our law makers, administrators 
and courts, one is moved to wonder if 
they ever read the Constitution or if they 
are as familiar as they might be with its 
provisions. It may be that they do not al- 
ways have a copy readily available for 
reference. With that thought in mind we 
searched in our stock room for any copies 
that we might have left out of a stock of 
10,000 which we have used for mailing 
(free) to our subscribers at various times. 
We did find a couple of hundred copies 
so we mailed a complimentary copy to 
each of 96 senators just so they would 
each have one handy for reference when 
needed.

States, which has never been marred by 
scandal, by greed, graft and skulduggery. 

Many of his colleagues among his 
Party affiliations are aware of the un- 
usual character of Senator Taft and a 
large proportion of the American public 
gives him full credit for his honesty of 
purpose and personal integrity. 

For political office, even for the present 
top spot in Washington, Taft could never 
talk or act like any average contestant. 
Remarks such as “he lacks personality” 
are quite frequently heard and yet that 
doesn’t seem right, for those who know 
and work with him would not find them- 
selves in agreement with this at all. 

Robert Taft thinks in terms of prin- 
ciples and some political abstractions ; he 
has vision and idealistic progress in his 
ambition to lead his Party rather than an 
over awareness of sensational presenta- 
tion and of any chances to “play to the 
gallery.” 
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His party leaders, his campaign man- 
agers will always be arranging a big 
dramatic presentation which plays up the 
Taft background; his provable record and 
the man himself, only to be time and time 
again confused and disgusted at a last 
minute lack of co-operation with their 
planning, or the insistence upon the ex- 
pression of some idealism or individual- 
istic statement which is just not good 
showmanship. 

No party nor its machine could ever 
control Robert Taft or rely upon him to 
rubber-stamp agreed upon conclusions 
without risking the intrusion of his indi- 
viduality. Therefore while Robert Taft is 
one of the biggest men and most out- 
standing figures in our national political 
field today, the Republican Party controls 
may hesitate to place their chance of win- 
ning the Election with him. 

Much of the subjectivity, introversion 
of this man can be gathered by Numero- 
logical technique from the basic 11-5 (7) 
number of his Ideality, the most inward 
and emotional quality of his Nature of 
which he has always been conscious. The 
outer individualistic combination of 11-7, 
a philosophic, subjective, and dramatic 
phase of the emotional No. 9 is likewise 
a keynote of broad, temperamental and 
not always consistent expression.

His attempt to seek the highest Office 
of President has been frustrated before 





and it may be again in the coming Con- 
vention of 1952. This is the mystery of 
Senator Taft. Here is an experienced, able 
and well trained senator, with high ideals 
for his country, a man with a political 
inheritance second to none; the best that 
his party finds available today, a man of 
dignity and integrity, yet he has so far 
been unable to break through to the 
Presidency. 

The No. 7 of his Path is the answer, 
from the Numerological viewpoint. His 
destiny was powerfully to influence the 
political and industrial development of 
his time, but always from “behind the 
scenes,” rather than in the position of that 
biggest of all political front men in 
modern times, the President of the 
United States.

ist to soldier. 


In the calculations of this military 
leader who was: so important in the con- 
duct of World War 2, and so ready to 
accept the responsibility for decisions 
which unconsciously lay the groundwork 
for political and nationalistic conflicts in 
Europe, we see a man, honest, sincere

Au the Signs have their problems, 
the lessons in life that they have to 
learn, and I propose herein to consider 
those of the people born under Cancer. 

In preparing this article | have been 
obliged to look at Cancer very closely, 
and I am bound to confess that the more 
| looked at him the less I liked him. No 
doubt he has many good traits, but the 
bad ones are so much more obvious that 
they leap to one’s mind.

The “Mother Sign" 

Cancer is the mother sign, and those 
born under it are supposed to be good 
mothers; but I do not think that this is 
true. They are excellent for the children 
when they are babies, caring for them 
with wholehearted devotion. But when 
they grow bigger and should be learning 
to walk alone, they tie them firmly to 
their apron strings; and if they had their 
way, would keep them there for the re- 
mainder of their lives. 

Their idea is to protect and guard 
them from the dangers of the world, 
rather than to make them fit to face them. 
They would give themselves ungrudging- 
ly to avert sorrow from falling on their 
heads ; and cheerfully: give up everything 
they possessed, so that the children might 
enjoy it. They fail to see that this is the 
worst thing that could happen to them. 

And because it is with cords of love 
that they bind, they do not realize that 
they are bonds nevertheless. No one 
would be more deeply hurt than they if 
you told them that this was so; for they 
are generaily under the impression that 
they are perfect mothers, and that they 
have sacrificed everything for their chil- 
dren. They often have, and only ask the 
children’s life-long devotion in return. 
But this is just what the average healthy 
child does not wish to give. It doesn’t 
want to be guarded. Instead, it wishes 
to live its own life, and to make its own 


mistakes. And in this way, and in no. 


other, can it develop its character. 

Cancerians are deeply disappointed if 
their sons do not wish to go into their 
offices, or their daughters wish to leave 
home, to do some work of their own 
choosing. They always like to have a son 
or daughter at home to follow in their 
footsteps, and to look after them in their 
old age. 

There is no sign that so delights in its 
children, and so participates in all their 
joys and sorrows. In them, the Cancerian 
lives his own life over again, and wishes 
to showeg upon all the pleasures and ad- 
vantages that were denied him in his 
own youth. 

Still, the children must be let go free— 
to have minds of their own, and to do 
what they wish, even if it is just the 
opposite to that which their parents 
think to be wise. Explain to them, if you 
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will, the .danger or the folly of any 
course that they wish to follow, and then 
let them choose for themselves. It is 
ignorance, not wickedness, that is the 
cause of most young people’s blunders. 
They can only learn by experience, and 
it is not right to deny them that ex- 
perience. We think such a lot by making 
mistakes that perhaps to go through life 
blameless is not the best after all. 

If the Cancerian can but acquire the 
habit of letting go, he will find that all 
his cares and worries have vanished like 
a dream. For Cancer makes his troubles 
himself. An event that is happening at 
the moment holds no terrors for him. In 
fact, he can always be depended upon to 
rise to an occasion, and to tackle any 
situation, however difficult, with decision 
and ability. The higher the fence, the 
greater the courage with which he faces 
it? 

This courage is one of his best quali- 
ties. It is not the courage of Aries, who 
rushes fearlessly into danger; but the 
courage of one who is terrified, and yet 
who faces whatever it is that has to be 
faced. Cancer never gives in. No state 
of affairs is ever too desperate for him, 
and he will stick to his guns in the face 
of overwhelming odds, and tackle situa- 
tions that would make the stoutest heart 
quail. But it must be for some loved 
one that he is fighting—he could never 
do it for himself alone. His is the cour- 
age that will stand by a lost cause, know- 
ing it to be useless, but refusing to be- 
lieve it, always hoping against hope that 
things will change for the better. In fact, 
the more worthless the person, or the 
more impossible the conditions, the more 
firmly will he stick to them. Yet all the 
time he is terrified of what is going to 
happen. The thing that he fears is al- 
ways in the future and probably never 
comes. 

The fault lies in his imagination—that 
wonderful imagination that gives to Can- 
cerians their creative power, but which 
in most of them is entirely unharnessed 
and uncontrolled. 

Some small thing starts it working— 
say, the inability to pay a debt, and im- 
mediately the Cancerian mind is away 
into the future, following the incident to 
its natural conclusion, which obviously is 
the poorhouse. 
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Or it may be a chill. He cannot take 
his mind away from it, until he has con- 
ducted it through pneumonia, months of 
convalescence, loss of work and conse- 
quent poverty, and brought it to the brink 
of the grave. Every stage is vividly por- 
trayed in his imagination, with a wealth 
of detail and an intensity of emotion, 
little dreamed of by the ordinary indi- 
vidual; so that in reality, he has suffered 
almost as much as if he had really been 
through the experiences he imagines. 

Can you wonder that he often grows 
old early in life? 

Of course, it works both ways. He has 
only to receive a check for some work 
done, and in the space of a few minutes 
he has built up a flourishing business, 
amassed a fortune, and probably received 
a knighthood as well. 

sut this only leads to disappointment, 
when he wakes up to find his dream un- 
realized. No, my advice to the Cancerian, 
if he wishes to be happy, is to live in 
the present, and firmly repress any ex- 
cursions into the future. 


Powerful Imagination 
Not many people realize how greatly 
their 


Cancerian children suffer from 
imagination, and how deeply they feel 
things. They should never be allowed to 
see dreadful sights, or to be with people 
who are ill or in pain. They seem to have 
a morbid desire to hear horrible details; 
and these can haunt them for months, 
and do them untold harm. They should 
never be snubbed, nor told not to talk 
about such dreadful things, but their 
thoughts should be gently and tactfully 
led in another direction. 

If, for instance, a Cancerian child 
should chance to see someone run over 
in the street, it is quite useless to tell 
him not to think about it. It is indelibly 
fixed in his mind, and the only thing to 
do is to replace it with another and 
stronger picture. Tell him that you knew 
of a boy who had no parents and was 
very unhappy, and that one day he got 
run over and was taken to a hospital; 
and the doctor who examined him found 
a medal round his neck, by which he 
recognized him as his long lost son, for 
whom he had been hunting for years. So 
that really the accident was a wonderful 
thing for the boy; and when he got well, 
he went to live with his father, and was 
happy ever after. The more interesting 
and romantic you can make it, and the 


more detail and description you put into 
it, the more likelihood there is of blot- 
ting out the other picture from the child’s 
mind, for Cancerians love romance, and 
there is nothing too improbable for their 
acceptance. 

To return to the crab, Cancer never goes 
at a thing straightforwardly or directly, 
but always sideways; he gets his way by 
guile. I sometimes think that this is the 
secret of his success in the home. He 
does not insist upon a thing, and make 
a fuss, but manages to make the other 
person think that he is the one who has 
suggested it. He attains his end, but 
with the least amount of friction. 

If a Cancerian woman is feeling lazy 
and not wanting to go visiting, she does 
not state bluntly, ‘I don’t want to go out 
this afternoon.” She says to her husband 
instead, “I dori’t think I would bother to 
go to the so-and-so’s this afternoon if I 
were you, dear. I like you to have a 
thorough rest on your Saturday after- 
noons.” 

Or, if one of the children has been 
naughty, she does not say, “You are a 
wicked child and I am furious with you,” 
but instead, “You know how angry your 
father will be.” 

And the Cancerian man, if he does not 
want to do anything, will invariably say 
that his wife wouldn't like it, or she isn’t 
strong enough, or some such excuse. The 
result is the same, but the onus is shifted, 
so that you feel annoyed with someone 
else rather than with him. 

But you must not imagine that they are 
deceitful, because they are not. It is mere- 
ly their way of doing things, and they 
do it because they cannot bear to hurt 
people. Ultra sensitive themselves, they 
do not like to wound, and they will never 
say an unpalatable truth, without adding 
something very nice to soften it; so that 
where you would have experienced only 
annoyance, you cannot help feeling molli- 
fied as well. It is often said of them that 
they can say the nastiest things in the 
nicest way. It is certainly a trait that 
makes for peace and harmony. 

Cancer is a tremendous hero worship- 
per. He seldom thinks much of himself, 
but he is inordinately proud of those be- 
longing to him; and will madden you by 
expatiating on the perfections of his wife, 
his child or his belongings. It is for their 
success that he cares, for their welfare 
that he labors. 
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Like his ruler, the Moon, he is quite 
willing to live in a reflected glory, and 
often sinks his personality in that of an- 
other whom he loves or admires. 

It is this ability to sink his own person- 
ality that makes the Cancerian such a 
good actor or actress. It may also be the 
secret of his success as a craftsman, as he 
is willing to copy faithfully the work of 
one whom he acknowledges as a master. 

The Moon rules rhythm, and Can- 
cerians cannot bear to have theirs upset. 
If you agitate them, they become all hot 
and bothered and no amount of talking 
will get them right again. But if you leave 
them for a few moments, they will 
quickly regain their composure. It is 
absolutely necessary for them to have 
periods of quiet, it is as important as 
food and drink to the ordinary individual. 
This is why Cancerians~are so fond of 
knitting, spinning, and kindred occupa- 
tions —it helps them to restore their 
rhythm. 

It is a waste of time to fight a Can- 
cerian, for you will generally find that he 
has already done what he wanted, before 
saying anything about it. And you can 
never get anything out of him by trying 
to make him do what he doesn’t want to 
do. The way to manage him is to give him 
confidence and ask his help, and then he 
will do anything for you. 

It is this matter of Confidence that is 
at the root of all his apparent est: ess. 
He is not really shy in the way that Virgo 
is. If you want to prove this, you have 
only to say something derogatory about 
his children or his friends, and you will 
be amazed at the way he will defend 
them. No, it is because Cancerians are not 
sure of themselves. When they feel that 
they know their subject they are quite 
different. You will not find them shy in 
their work, for they have a wonderful 
business instinct and know what they are 
doing. And the women are not shy in 
their homes ; they are splendid housekeep- 
ers and managers ; and can make sixpence 
do the work of ninepence any day. They 
know that the comfort of the home de- 
pends upon them, and they feel fully able 
to maintain it. 

Cancerians are quite different in their 
homes from anywhere else. Note the way 
that a crab will sink instantly~into the 
sand, or scuttle to a protecting bunch of

seaweed, if you give him a prod, or even 
so much as look at him. But once in his 
hole, he will glare at you with defiance, 
and it is only with the greatest difficulty 
that he can be got out again. The Can- 
cerian away from home is shy and subtly 
uncomfortable, but m his own home, he is 
just the reverse. Hospitable to a fault, 
he will make you welcome, and place 
everything he has at your disposal. You 
are no longer an outsider, but his guest. 
He will be affable, communicative, charm- 
ing. That is to say, if you are a friend, 
but if you are an enemy, he will disap- 
pear into his house, and nothing on earth 
will dislodge him. 

Cancerians are not very tidy and not 
overly clean like their Virgo sisters, but 
they certainly have the gift of making 
the home comfortable. They will come 
into a room, poke up the fire, give a 
tweak to the cushions, thrust a few things 
behind the sofa, and immediately the 
room is cosy and has a air of welcome, 
such as no Virgo can produce with her 
immaculate tidiness. 

A Cancerian woman never feels that 
her home can get on without her, and it 
is a real wrench to leave it when she goes 
away for her holidays. She cannot bear 
to let her house, but likes to feel that she 
can go back to it at any moment. She 
can seldom be persuaded to take her mind 
completely away from it, but is fussing 
all the time as to whether burglars have 
got in, or the beds are getting damp. 

Cancer dearly loves to hear gossip. 
“Have you heard so-and-so?” will always 
detain a true Cancerian, however late the 
hour, or important the appointment. He 
loves all the gory details, and all the juicy 
bits, in fact, the more sensational you can 
make it, the better he is pleased. But to 
give him his due, he is not nearly so ready 
to pass it on, as are some of the other 
signs. He loves to make a sensation, and 
the sting is taken from any disaster, if 
he can relate it in glowing detail to his 
neighbors. 

His craving for sympathy, which is one 
of his worst faults, is really only a desire 
to create a dramatic sftuation; and when 
he has done this, he will go away quite 
happily. He does not really need your 
help, but merely a few words of apprecia- 
tion and recognition of all that he is 
suffering. 
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Cancer is an incurable busybody, never 
happier than when meddling and enquir- 
ing into other people’s business. He loves 
to give advice, and has never been known 
to say, “Well, I really don’t know what 
I should do.” He always has some pet 
remedy, or course of action, that he 
wishes you to follow, some infallible cure 
for all your ailments. 

It is very difficult to snub him, because 
he is so kind, and always means so well.

We know that when the crab is getting 
a new shell, and before it has had time 
to harden, that he is at the mercy of 
every passing foe. In the samg way, the 
Cancerian, until he was learnt this most 
important lesson, is nothing but a tooth- 
some morsel for the first unprincipled 
person to snap up. Remember, I am pot 
suggesting that he harden his heart, that 





can be as soft as you like, but merely 
that he should grow a shell round his 
sensibilities, which he can open or ~lose 
at will.

He does not try to get things done, for 
he has learned that all rivers eventually 
find their way to the sea. 

He no longer has resentment, for he 
realizes that all his troubles were of his 
own making, and therefore the cure for 
them lies in his own hands. 

He knows that he is a reflector, like his 
ruler the Moon; but now he has dis- 
covered how great are the things that he 
has the power to reflect. 

He has gained understanding, and the 
places and problems that, were so dark 
and terrible, are now full of light.

in intention, with a feeling more for or- 
ganization work, for the upholding of 
national and traditional ideas than with 
the vision or imagination to make long- 
range decisions. He fundamentally. be- 
lieves more in obeying orders than in 
accepting the responsibility of giving 
them. 

His outer Expression (22-3-7), quali- 
fying his methods and outer reactions 
to association and experience, is more 
subjective and sensitive than his inner 
beliefs and intentions. Therefore he is 
not always as direct, simple or practical 
in his acts and expressions as he feels 
he would like to be. 

There is noted a distinct change in the 
life Pattern of General Eisenhower since 
his birthday in 1943. While the subse- 
quent years up to 1950, which of course 
included his supreme command of 1944- 
45, have fulfilled a promise of more 
freedom of expression, especially in social 
and public phases other than military, he 
was only freed from certain physical, 
economic and occupational frustrations 
with the end of this period, 1951. 

1952 therefore finds the General in 
the most favorable period of his whole 
career for receiving office and honors 
which are connected with other fields 
than that in which he has spent his 
former years, and what these may be 
should be generally observed between 
May Ist and the end of November. 

It is indicated Eisenhower is the con- 
testant whom the leaders of the Repub- 
lican Party will prefer over Taft for the 
Presidential nominee. 

However, numerically, the month of 
July has less surprises than June, which 
should indicate that the Republican Con- 
vention will be conservative in its direc- 
tion and expression. Patriotism and Na- 
tionalism will be big appeals. There will 
be more accent upon the issue of domestic 
policies, and that even a strong confiict of 
ideas regarding foreign policy will come 
to a mutual harmony.

W asHINcToN, the Evergreen 
state was admitted to the Union Nov. 
11, 1889, as our 42nd member. A Pacific © 
state, it is bounded on the north by 
British Columbia, on the east by Idaho, 
on the south by Oregon, and on the west 
by the Pacific. 

In the chart presented here, Saturn 
is elevated. The Cascade Mountains bi- 
sect the state, in which Mt. Rainer is 
located. To the west are the Olympic 
Mountains and the fertile Puget Sound 
Basin, to the east the Okanogan High- 
lands and the high Columbian plain. 

In Washington’s horoscope, the Sun, 
Moon and Mercury are in water signs, 
Moon and Mercury in water houses.

The state was discovered by Robert 
Gray, a New England navigator (1792) 
and later by Vancouver of England. 
Washington (then part of Oregon terri- 
tory) was explored by Lewis and Clark, 
Freemont and Wilkes. 

Gold- Rushes—Iindian Wars 

According to the Buchannan-Parking- 
ham treaty with Great Britain, U. S. ter- 
ritory began with the 49th parallel. The 
territory organized in 1853 experienced 
several gold rushes and Indian wars 
before its admission to the Union. 

After the World War there was much 
trouble with the I.W.W., the Virgo note 
coming to the fore. 

The capital is Olympia; Seattle, 
Tacoma and Spokane are the chief cities. 

For those who write and ask about 
the state seals: shortly before Washington 
became a state in 1889, a committee 
visited: the jewelry store of the Talcott 
Brothers in Olympia with an elaborate 
design which the members wanted cut 
as a seal to be ready for the opening of 
the Legislature. Charles Talcott suggested 
that the design would be outmoded as 
the State grew. Using an ink bottle and 
a silver dollar, he drew concentric circles 
and printed between them: “The Seal 
of the State of Washington, 1889.” Past- 
ing a postage stamp in the center, he 
said: “That represents the bust of George 
Washington.” Without more ado, the 
committee accepted the design. The 
Washington bust was copied from an 
advertisement for Dr. Jane’s Coughs and 
Colds. Grant «Talcott did the lettering, 
and George Talcott sank the die. 


Three subsequent seals have been cut, 
with changes in the portrait but not in 
the basic design. Its design is used in 
the Legislative Building as a decorative 
motif. It appears on all doorknobs for 
rooms opening off the main corridor. A 
bronze reproduction four feet in diameter 
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is in the marble floor under the rotunda. 

To those of the fair sex, with a glint 
in their eye and matrimony on their 
minds, Washington is listed as No. 4 in 
the ten best states for getting a husband, 
and Tacoma ranks 9th in the ten. best 
cities of the U. S. for leading a gentleman 
to the altar.

L. was the calm before the storm, 
the glittering, fabulous last period of a 
dying civilization, which would ward off 
the increasing pressure of Eastern bar- 
barism only for a few more decades. Al- 
ready the slit-eyed, unwashed hordes 
were approaching, the Huns. Already 
the equally unwashed, but blue-eyed and 
red and yellow-haired hordes who called 
themselves Vandals had trekked their 
way across Europe into Spain. There 
were many who prophesied that Chris- 
tianity would die out with the Roman 
Empire. There were many who prophe- 
sied that Christianity was bound to die, 
now that Christians were no longer poor, 
suppressed and persecuted; that it had 
degenerated ever since it had become the 
religion of the state—and that was only 
a little more than forty years ago. 


That was the time when a boy was born 
to a stern, irascible man, Patricius, and 
his gentle, noble-minded wife, Monica, in

18° Leo (Jupiter): “Sympathetic and 
kind, studious and diligent; riches ac- 
quired.” Zero degrees Cancer (Saturn): 
“Capable and executive; a hard worker, 
but given to worry.” 19 degrees Gemini 
(Uranus) : “Artistic sympathies, humane 
disposition; popular enterprises.”

that he worked his way through prac- 
tically all the scientific knowledge of his 
time. This, combined with his literary 
and poetic ability, made him write works 
on grammar, geometry, rhetoric, and dis- 
sertations on music and philosophy. Yes, 
he was a “yielding and voluptuous na- 
ture” and “prone to sin.” He said so 
himself, in one of the most stirring, pro- 
found and glorious documents of all time 
which he called his Confessions. Ready 
and fluent, diligent, studious, a hard 
worker, he was indeed ; but only when he 
was really and deeply given to ‘worries 
did he start to change into “an ambas- 
sador.” Not the ambassador of some 
potentate of his time, but the ambassador 
of God. 
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With Sun and Mercury squared by 
Jupiter, he did not easily recognize an 
authority other than his own. With Moon 
opposition: Venus, for a long time, for 
many years in fact, he was in love with 
a girl and shared her life, but he never 
married her. Mercury’s close sextile to 
Neptune made him susceptible to music 
and poetry. In his youth the great Ro- 
man poets were his delight. Later he en- 
joyed the theater plays of his time and 
much preferred them to the reading of 
the bible and of the gospels, which 
seemed to him small and insignificant in 
comparison, until the day came when he 
recognized that this was so only because 
he was so far away from them—as a 
man will not recognize the height of a 
* mountain from too great a distance. His 
father was a pagan, his mother a Chris- 
tian. He himself lived the life of a pagan, 
and his beliefs changed, now in this di- 
rection, now in that. It was Cicero’s 
Hortensius—alas, we have not got it any 
more—that first spurred him on to his 
search for wisdom. Soon he recognized 
the necessity of chastity for the true 
seeker and he prayed for it. But he 
found himself praying, “Give me chas- 
tity and continence,—only not yet.” It is 
said that many of us still pray as he did 
then—many years before he became bap- 
tized—although most of us probably only 
pray the first words and - - - keep the 
last three consciously or subconsciously 
in our hearts. 

How difficult it was for his “voluptu- 
ous nature, prone to sin,” to make a 
clean break with the old way of life! 
What resistance is stronger than that of 
Sun in Scorpio square Jupiter! How 
Mars in Gemini tried to argue it all away 
and to demand its “rights” on its trine 
to Venus. The square Moon-Saturn add- 
ed its usual fear of inadequacy. The 
entirety, almost, of his cosmic make-up 
gave battle against his soul. He left the 
company of his friend Alypius, threw 
himself down under a fig tree and cried 
his heart out. How long would it be until 
he could make a real resolution? To- 
morrow? Why not today? And then—in 
his own words, “I heard from a neigh- 
bouring house a voice, as of a boy or a 
girl, I know not, chanting and oft re- 
peating ‘Take up and read; take up and 
read.’ Instantly, my countenance aitered, 








There is never a reason for treason 


I began to think most intently, whether 
children were wont in any kind of play 
to sing such words: nor could I remem- 
ber ever to have heard the like. So check- 
ing the torrent of my tears, I arose; 
interpreting it to be no other than a 
command of God, to open the book and 
read the first chapter I should find. For 
I had heard of Antony that coming in 
during the reading of the Gospel, he re- 
ceived the admonition, as if what was 
being read was spoken to him: ‘Go, sell 
all that thou hast, and give to the poor,’ 
and thou shalt have treasure in heaven, 
and come and follow Me.’ And by such 
oracle he was forthwith converted into 
Thee. Eagerly then I returned to the 
place, where Alypius was sitting; for 
there I had laid the volume of the apostle, 
when I arose thence. I seized, opened, 
and in silence read that section, on which 
my eyes first fell: ‘Not in rioting and 
drunkenness, not in chambering and wan- 
tonness, not in strife and envying: but 
put ye on the Lord Jesus Christ, and 
make not provision for the flesh’ in con- 
cupiscence. No further would I read; nor 
need I; for instantly at the end of this 
sentence, by a light as it was of serenity 
infused into my heart, all the darkness 
of doubt vanished away.” His friend 
Alypius, when he was told, looked at the 
passage in St. Paul, and read on: “Him 
that is weak in the faith—receive.” And 
he, too, became converted. 
The March Toward Immortality 

From that moment on the young man, 
now thirty-one years of age, began his 
march towards immortality, both on 
earth and in heaven. It took another two 
years before he was baptized—by St. 
Ambrose, then presbyter of a monastery 
at Milan. Alypius was baptized with him. 

In the same year his mother died 
the longing of her life was fulfilled and 
with it her mission on earth. 

I could not ascertain the aspects he 
had when his conversion and baptism 
took place. But it seems very clear to 
me that whatever they were, these things 
transcend all astrological possibilities as 
much as God transcends our little solar 
system and that this transcension re- 
mains what it is even if there should 
have been the most forceful and effective 
aspects at the time (most probably of 
Neptune). The last, the ultimate values 
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of life must of their very nature trans- 
cend the cosmic laws. It is not his hro- 
scope that makes a man a saint, however 
much cosmic influences may ease a saint- 
ly life or make it more difficult. 

In this opinion I know myself to be 
in agreement with St. Thomas Aquinas 
who stated in his Summa Theologica 
(Secunda Secundae, Quaestio 95) that 
he believed the influence of the stars to 
be stronger on the lower nature of man, 
and especially on the masses, and with 
the famous astrologer Franciscus Junc- 
tinus (b. 1522), who held that “contra 
fata valent Deus, et prudentia tantum, 
vir pius et prudens vincere fata protest” 
“so strong is the help of God and of 
prudence, that the pious and prudent 
man can conquer fate.” 

Not only is this the truth—it is the 
formula which will one day make astrol- 
ogy wholly acceptable to Christianity. 

Our man was no longer concerned with 
astrology. He returned from Italy to 
Carthage, where he was soon ordained 
a priest and not very much later a bishop 
—the Bishop of Hippo. It was not what 
he had wanted. His desire had been to 
withdraw into monastic life. But as so 
often in the lives of those who have Sun 
square Jupiter in their charts, he was 
almost forced into office. “Late have I 
loved thee,” he moaned, now that he had 
discovered the beauty of the Truth. And 
as if he wanted to make up for every 
single day of his life that had not been 
dedicated to the service of God, he 
plunged into work with simply: incredi- 
ble zeal. We still have no less than 396 
sermons of his, apart from many treatises 
on a great variety of subjects. His 
masterpiece was the synthesis between 
Christian faith and Platonic philosophy. 
It would be another seven hundred years 
before St. Thomas Aquinas brought 
about the second gigantic synthesis: that 
of the Christian faith with the philosophy 
of Aristotle. And all that in his spare 
time! For he had to fulfil all the func- 
tions of a bishop and on top of it all also 
of a civil judge. 

When he was 56—and the progressed 
Sun must have approached the sextile 
to his Mercury—an event took place that 
shook the world. Rome was conquered 
and sacked by Alaric and the Goths. Was 
it the end of Rome? And was the end of 
Rome also the end of Christianity? 

He sat down and began his greatest 
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book, On the City of God, which took 
him fourteen years to complete. This 
book and his Confession will always rank 
first not only in theology and philosophy, 
but also in world literature. The influence 
of both on the entire thinking of civilized 
humanity is enormous. 

Three years after the completion of 
The City of God, the Vandals under their 
one-eyed, limping, cunning king, Gen- 
seric, crossed the Straits of Gibraltar 
and began their conquest of North Africa. 
One city after the other was taken, 
looted, burnt down. The blockade of 
Hippo—both by land and sea—started in 
430. After three months of siege, the 
Bishop of Hippo, now 76 years of age, 
fell ill, He had the seven penitential 
psalms written in large fetters on the 
very walls of his room and prayed them 
again and again, for the sins and follies 
of his youth and for those of all men. 
He died, just before the victorious 
Vandals broke down the city’s resistance 
and entered in triumph. They took Car- 
thage, too, and made it their new capital. 
But their triumph was short: scarcely 
three generations later they had become 
decadent and were conquered in turn by 
Emperor Justinianus’ general Belisarius. 
Nothing remained of their kingdom in 
Africa and only the name of the Spanish 
province of Andalusia ( Vandalusia) 
where they had reigned previously, re- 
minds us of a German tribe—that and 
their lust of destruction which makes us 
speak of vandalism even in our days. 
But the Bishop of Hippo became im- 
mortal in every sense of the word: The 
man whose entire philosophy could be 
encompassed into his sentence: “Love 
God and do what thou wilt” and who had 
urged his disciples to “love men, attack 
only their errors, fight for the truth with- 
out bitterness, and pray for those whom 
you refute.”—Saint Augustine.

Creator, by means of which we may learn 
of our inherent strong and weak points. 
A “good” Jupiter shows evidence of 
marked faith and hope, while a “strong” 
Mars gives plenty of courage. Saturn 
“prominent” shows materialistic leanings 
and love of personal power. Uranus ex- 
erts the strongest influence of all, at least 
in my opinion, for it may open the gates 
of heaven or close them to us if we rebel 
against it. There is good reason for call- 
ing Uranus “The Awakener.” Each of 
the other planets has its own peculiar 
functions, of which we may learn from 

study and experience. 

The over-all value of a horoscope is 
that it visually presents a picture of how 
all the planets were functioning at the 
time of our individual biyths. By means 
of prayer we get a better understanding 
of all these forces—forces which pull us 
this way and that—and learn to bring 
them into greater conformity with what 
we believe to be the Creator’s purpose. 

People often ask, “Why was I born at 
such a time and under such conditions? 
Look at my weak Jupiter and my afflicted 
Moon, and Saturn square to my Sun!” 
And perhaps add, “Woe is me” or “Why 
wasn’t I born rich? Of course no one 
can answer such questions, for they are 
God’s secret and must remain among the 
imponderables. It is the belief of the 
esoteric astrologer, however, that every- 
thing must be for a purpose, every ex- 
perience a lesson. When we consciously 
enter the spiritual realm, seeking some- 
thing to live by, a simple prayer of faith 
often gives in return a glimpse of what 
otherwise would be entirely closed to us. 
This I know from experience. Try it! 


If you should ask, “Are you always 
able to attain your desires by faith?”’, I 
must answer honestly and quite frankly, 
“No.” I happen to be one of those peo- 
ple born with little faith in self or any- 
thing else, and what I have has been 
gained by persistent effort.

Who cares to examine the record of 
the past 20 years will note that there is 
the one adversary whom the Communist 
has never successfully challenged ; whose 
fanatical devotion to his religion will 
match the devotion of the Communist to 
his “Thought Machine” any day, and 
with more to spare.

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STARS IN CANCER 


Castor and Pollux 


Because of the precession of the 
equinoxes the stars of one constellation 
of the zodiac are mostly in the next fol- 
lowing zodiacal sign. Thus the stars of 
the constellation Aries are to be found in 
the sign Taurus, and so on. In this man- 
ner the stars of the constellation Gemini 
are to be found in the sign Cancer. 


The two leading stars of the constella- 
tion Gemini are called Castor and Pollux. 
These two stars are easily located, and 
once located, easily picked up again. 
Northward of Orion and a little to the 
east, they lie between Orion and Capella. 
Though not very close to each other (they 
are about 4% degrees of arc apart), they 
are nevertheless close enough to be called 
“the twins” by nearly all the peoples of 
the earth. They are Castor and Pollux, 
or Apollo and Hercules, or Abel and 
Cain, or Remus and Romulus, etc., de- 
pending on the nation or the tradition. 
One of the twins is mortal, the other 
immortal but which is hard to say. Often 
it depends on the point of view of the 
people who interpret the particular leg- 
end. This shift in the point of view has 
an accidental parallel in astronomy be- 
cause within historic times the stars have 
changed in brilliancy. Castor or Alpha of 
Gemini is now of the 2d magnitude but 
in Graeco-Roman times Castor was 
brighter than Pollux which we now rate 
as a star of the Ist magnitude. 


Castor (Apollo, Abel, Remus) is a 
double white star marking the head of 
the Northern Twin. Ordinarily it is the 
mortal of the twins and associated with 
the taming and management of animals 
—and horses in particular. It lies just to 
the north of the zodiac. 

Pollux (Hercules, Cain, Romulus) is 
an orange colored star, with spectrum 
similar to our sun’s and it marks the 
head of the Southern Twin. It is reck- 
oned the immortal of the twins or more 
accurately as the twin who remains after 
the other is translated. Pollux is handy, 
not with animals but with his hands, 
sometimes as a boxer, sometimes as an 
assailant with a weapon. 

There seems to be little distinction be- 
tween Castor and Pollux in astrology. 
Both are said to be mischievous and 
prone to violence. Both are said to lead 
to drastic ups and downs and are related 
to the “problem of the Gemini” as it is 
humanly understood, namely, the twins 
who should love and aid one another but 
who do not always do so but make us 
into Dr. Jekylls and Mr. Hydes. 

To the astronomer there 1s no connec- 
tion between these apparent twins. Castor 
is approaching us at the rate of 181% miles 
a second whereas Pollux is receding at 
one mile per second. Castor is distant 
about 44 light years; Pollux about 60 
light years. 

On July 1, 1952 the positions of the 
TWO STARS will be:

Now we come to what is probably, for 
us, the most important fixed star in the 
sky. 

We have considered briefly the twin 
stars; now we have the two dog stags. 
Sirius is Alpha of Canis Major or the 
Great Dog who cheerfully follows’ be- 
hind his master Orion as any proper 
dog would do. The constellation is one 
of the best marked in the heavens for 
there is clearly seen the body of a dog- 
like figure, legs, back, tail, etc., and 
where the neck joins the body,* there is 
a most brilliant white star: Sirius, the 
most brilliant object in the night sky, 
excelled only by the moon and Venus. 

Much could be written about Sirius 
but I shall try to be brief. Our sun is a 
comparative rarity among the stars of 
the universe. Not only is he a hermit but 
he lives like a hermit for he has no near 
neighbors. If you study astronomy you 
will be impressed by the fact that the 
average star is at least double. Not in- 
frequently there are triples, quadruples 
or other multiples and even when you 
believe that one number of these multiple 
stars is a singleton there are indirect 
means of discovering, as not infrequently 
happens, that the singleton is itself a 
double star whose components revolve 
around their common center of gravity 
in just a few days, or even hours! 

What a lonesome old fellow this sun 
of ours is! He has absolutely no com- 
panion, except for some planets, within 
a space of 4.2 light years! Just beyond 
4.2 light-years space begins to crowd up 
with stars small and large. Now go out 
a little more than twice this distance, or 
more precisely to 8.8 light years distance 
and you come to Sirius, the star of all 
stars which seems to have some active 
interchange with our sun. 

The ancient peoples used one name 
interchangeably for the sun and also for 
Sirius; and this same name occurs alike 
in the Aryan and Semitic languages, 
testifying to the antiquity** of this tra- 
dition. Among the Greeks he was Scirios, 
the Scorcher. Onr English verb “to seer” 
is from the same root. To the Arabs of 





x%Some star maps have Sirius as the nose of the 
dog. This is not as the average spectator sees it. 

%xThe astronomer Oppert is on record as stating 
that ‘‘the Babylonian astronomers could not have known 
certain astronomical periods, which as a matter of 
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today he is Al Shira and it is believed by 
many scholars that this same name is 
identical with the Sanskrit name for the 
sun: Surya. 

Here is one thing that astronomers 
have not cleared up. Sirius seems to have 
changed color within historic times. We 
have from inscriptions of the Babylonians 
of the first millenium B.C., that Sirius 
“glowed like copper,” meaning that he 
gleamed like burnished copper. His color 
was recorded as either golden yellow or 
reddish, but brilliant. Now Sirius, itself 
somewhat over three times as massive as 
the sun, has a companion which is as 
massive as our sun, the latter revolving 
about the common center of gravity in 
52 years. When the companion of Sirius 
(or Sirius B) was found by Alvan C. 
Clark in 1862 it was described by him 
as yellowish but now we know it as a 
“white dwarf” as massive as our sun 
but of much smaller dimensions! Because 
of the diminished light of the companion 
in the last century, astronomers “‘sup- 
posed it to be approaching non-luminous 
solidity, . . . one of Bessel’s dark stars.” 
But that was in the 19th century. Now 
astronomers are prepared to admit that 
we are learning many things about the 
evolution of the stars we never thought 
possible. 

This erstwhile “yellowish” (now white) 
companion of Sirius may have been the 
origin of the yellowish or reddish light 
of Sirius in early historic days. Consider 
what it would be like if our sun were 
three times his present size and white- 
hot, and at the same time he had another 
sun equal to our sun in size and heat out 
somewhere between the orbits of Uran- 
us and Neptune. When the smaller of 
the two suns came closesf to the big fel- 
low the latter would raise enormous tides 
on the companion and fan up the yellow 
glow of the companion till it predomi- 
nated over the normal bluish white of the 
larger star. The resultant color would 
depend largely on the elements in the 
photosphere of the companion. 

But together with this consider what it 
must be like in the case of planets in this 


dual system. As an exponent of theoreti- 
fact they did know, if they had not observed Sirius 
from the island ot Zylos in the Persian Gulf on Thurs- 
day the 29th of April; 11,542 B.C.” This antiquity is 
only matched by the fame of the Pleiades, the “ship- 
ping stars,” from plein (to navigate) because they 
mark the east, especially the true east of that early 
period. 
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cal astronomy I am glad I do not have 
to compute a planet’s trajectory in such 
a complicated setup. In the Solar system 
we have really minor adjustments of el- 
liptic orbits. In the system of Sirius we 
would have fourth degree curves such as 
the lemniscates and sometimes, I suppose, 
such fourth degree curves of the hyper- 
bolic type as would expel an unlucky 
planet from the system. 

My mind goes back to the remarks in 
Young’s Astronomy wherein he describes 
the large, long-period comets which vis- 
ited our solar system in the 18th century, 
came no closer to the sun than the orbit 
of Jupiter and were massive enough 
(which is most unusual) to disturb Ju- 
piter’s moons. Furthermore . . . THEY 
DISAPPEARED IN THE DIREC- 
TION OF SIRIUS! 

Were they emissaries from Sirius? 
Could be. In Somerville’s Non-Euclidean 
Geometry, pages 203-207, there is a 
speculation as to the relation of the sun 
and his nearest star neighbors, inter- 
preted, not in the customary Euclidian 
(parabolic) geometry of every day use 
but in the other two possible geometries. 
From known measurements a so-called 
space-constant is obtained which is pre- 
cisely the distance from Sirius to our sun, 
giving us a hint of an active exchange of 
energies between our sun and Sirius. 

In this connection I am strongly of 
the opinion that the celestial visitors to 
our solar system which are described in 
Velikoffsky’s Worlds in Collision (a best- 
seller of two years ago) were large-sized 
comets ejected from the greater system 
of Sirius. 

And now for the most amazing news 
about Sirius. 

Believe it or not, SIRIUS IS ONE 
OF THE BIG DIPPER (URSA MA- 
JOR) GROUP OF STARS. Because 
Sirius lies to the south and the Big Dip- 
per lies high up in the north does not 
prevent them from participating in a com- 
mon group movement. You see, our solar 
system: lies between Sirius and the Big 
Dipper, therefore we are not ordinarily 
aware of this fact. Discovery of this 
common movement and association was 
the crowning achievement of the Danish 
astronomer Ejnar Hertzsprung 43 years 
ago. 

Our sun is not a member of this 
group, but will he be in some future era? 
Who can tell? Sirius is approaching our 





system at the rate of ten miles a second. 
So also are the Big Dipper stars and at 
an even faster rate. There’s no telling 
what the far future may bring to pass. 
So much for the astronomy. Turning to 
metaphysics, what says the Secret Doc- 
trine about Sirius? Much. Just as the 
earth is traditionally not a member of the 
first or original solar system so also is 
the solar system not a member of the 
Ursa Major or Big Dipper group of stars 
but is a comparative newcomer in its 
midst. Just as the earth and earth’s lead- 
ing product, man, has difficulty conform- 
ing to the harmony of the sun’s system so 
also the system may well have difficulty 
conforming to the harmony of the Sirius- 
Great Bear Unity. 

But the teaching of the Secret Doctrine 
is precise, about our human evolution. 
The average man’s life is one of changes 
over which he exerts little or no control. 
He lives on what is called the mutable 
cross. Control is mighty difficult but there 
comes a day when he determines to con- 
trol his destiny be the cost what it may. 
He succeeds eventually but only after he 
has placed himself in perfect alignment 
with the harmony of the solar system and 
holds himself there. He has, we say, 
added the fixed cross to the mutable cross. 
He has become an Exempt Adept as far 
as the earth is concerned, His next step 
is to progress on the solar degrees until 
he has passed from adeptship to mastery 
and has become a Master of the Wisdom. 
Then lo! he is admitted to the Greater 
Lodge on Sirius even though he is only 
anh entered apprentice in that Lodge. This 
then is the definition of a Master: one 
who has taken all the planetary degrees, 
five or more of the solar degrees and at 
least the first on Sirius, thereby having 
all three crosses: mutable, fixed and car- 
dinal. A Master on occasion attends the 
Greater Lodge on Sirius in his higher 
vehicles. This is marvelous enough but 
add to it the statement that the great 
majority of us poor human souls, one by 
one, as we pass to liberation (even though 
it takes many millions of years) pass by 
way of Sirius! 

From this you can readily understand 
why Sirius is of supreme importance 
to us. 

How can you make use of Sirius in 
astrology? You can make use of its zodi- 
acal position in great national charts but 
only in the most general sense. In per- 
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sonal horoscope not at all. You see, you 
cannot circumvent the rule that fixed stars 
influence us only via the zodiac. Sirius is 
not a zodiacal star. It lies well outside 
that belt. Can’t we make use of it? Yes, 
we can... very much. How?... Your 
question is a little ahead of the game. 
Wait until next month’s Stars in Leo and 
I will give you a plain and concise answer 
to this question. 

I have not mentioned anything of what 
sometimes passes for the astrology of 
Sirius. Label it all “ancient history” and 
pay little attention to it. 

In the Egypt of the first millenium B.C. 
the popular calendar began with the helia- 
cal rising of Sirius which at that time 
coincided with the annual overflow of the 
Nile which was, quite naturally, the be- 
ginning of the annual agriculture. The 
heliacal rising is defined in this way: The 
heliacal rising of a star or planet is the 
first day the star or planet can be seen, 
just before daybreak, after having been 
hidden in the sun’s rays. At that time the 
heliacal rising of Sirius was nearly the 
same as the first day of summer. It was 
a beautiful sight. Homer called it: 

“The star of summer, that above 
all others glitters bright after he has 
bathed in ocean.” (Iliad. v. 5-6) 
In our times its helical rising is in 

August, during the period of greatest 
heat. Hence the dog-days of August when 
dogs in our northern clime are most 
liable to the scourge of rabies; the con- 
nection with Sirius being purely and er- 
roneously imaginative. The true influence 
of Sirius can be deduced from its corre- 
lation with the three aspects of Deity. 
The first aspect (in order of time) is that 
of activity and intelligence termed also 
the Holy Spirit or Celestial Virgin. Its 
correspondance, in the case of our sun, 
lies in the Pleiades. The second aspect of 
love and wisdom, known also as _ the 
Divine Son, has its solar correspondence 
in the solar system of Sirius. The other 
remaining. aspect is future and is rela- 
tively,jundeveloped but is embodied in the 
stars of the Great Bear. 


The position of Sirius on July 1, 
1952 will be 13° Cancer 25’ 38”, lati- 
tude 39° 35’ 39” South; Right Ascension 
100° 45’ 35”, declination 16° 38’ 51” 
South. For the beginning of centuries a 
first approximation is given in the above 
table, neglecting orbital motion but in- 
cluding proper motion. 


Canopus 


It is only fair to say that although 
Sirius appears to dominate the stars in 
the sign Cancer, the brightest star in the 
heavens after Sirius is also in Cancer, in 
fact only one more degree further along. 
But he is so far to the south he cannot 
be seen from most of the United States 
and Europe. This is the brilliant star 
Canopus, famed in ancient Egypt. 


Procyon 


Another star of note in Cancer is Proc- 
yon, Alpha of the “Little Dog,” whose 
name in Greek signifies that he goes be- 
fore (pro) the dog (cyon) -star, Sirius. 
Procyon is a double star like Sirius, only 
yellowish-white’ and yellow. It resembles 
Sirius in many ways and is only 10.5 
light years away, approaching us. In 
astrology (omitting the foolishness about 
dog bites) it portended wealth, fame and 
good fortune, much the same as Sirius. 

On July 1, 1952 Procyon’s position will 
be 25° Cancer 7’ 37”, latitude 16° 0’ 39” 
south; Right Ascension 114° 12’ 4”, dec- 
lination 5° 20’ 59” north. Its longitude in 
past and future may be ‘found roughly by 
applying the general precession in longi- 
tude of 50.26” per year or 1° 23’ 46” 
per century.

W E’VE come to another birthday lu- 
nation for this country of ours, and from 
the starry patterns we’ve considered, it 
promises to be more than 99° in the 
shade in the affairs of this Nation! 

July 4th is the U. S. A. 176th birth- 
day, and the lunation is one still “‘cribbed, 
cabined and confined” within the third re- 
turn of the Uranian cycle (occurring 
every 84 years) so powerful in the des- 
tiny of this nation. For the benefit of 
those not too familiar with the outer- 
frame aspects of the wheels without 
wheels of astrology, Uranus, a heavy and 
distant planetary body in our solar sys- 
tem, requires between 83 and 84 years to 
travel around the sun as against the ap- 
proximate 365 days of the Earth’s revo- 
lution. Its size, and its ratio of motion, 
being relatively so much slower than that 
of other planéts nearer the sun, make 
aspects from Uranus so much longer- 
lasting than those of other planets. Uran- 
us is the great adversary of the status 
quo, The Great Awakener, the shocker, 
the jolter, the astonisher. Its effect is to 
force mankind out of old grooves and 
processes, to compel the highly and lowly- 
placed alike to recognize and learn the 
lessons of universality . to assume 
responsibilities other than those devoted 
entirely to the “self.”

The isolationist—whether an individual 
or a nation—may live for awhile in a 
fool’s paradise, but when the rolling evo- 
lutionary forces crowd the Earth with 
underprivileged—whether individuals or 
nations—the walls around Shangri Las 
are broken down and the previously-priv- 
ileged then learn—the hard way—that 
“ignorance of the law” (here the refer- 
ence is to the Higher, Immutable Law) 
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“excuses no man”... or nation. And 
Uranus periodically administers that Law. 
To accept that destiny, and to assume 
that responsibility leads to mastership for 
nations, as well as for individuals, as for 
instance, in the case of Gotauma Buddha, 
who was born a great prince. His father 
wished fervently to spare his beloved son 
any knowledge of evil and suffering. So 
great was that father’s desire to keep the 
young prince in an earthly paradise that 
he sealed off his great estates and forbade 
his court and retainers to acquaint the 
child with anything concerning the out- 
side world. And he succeeded .. . until 
the prince reached young maturity and 
marriage. But, as always, even such 
splendid isolation was breached, and all 
unwittingly the young prince heard about 
the evil and sorrow of the world outside 
his father’s domain. What he learned 
afflicted him with such a great depression 
that he felt compelled to abandon his 
father’s loving paradise and set out for 
himself to find out why there should be 
misery and suffering in a world that 
could and should be otherwise ; to learn if 
it was possible what could be done to 
alleviate it. After a long pilgrimage, he 
discovered the key. He found that only 
until each individual made the same dis- 
covery for himself could there be peace 
and happiness among mankind. 

Such—on a grand scale—was the des- 
tiny conceived for this young nation in 
1776 by those who planned it . . . and 
proclaimed it in our Nation’s “sacred 
documents,’—the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence, the Constitution of the United 
States, The Bill of Rights. It was the 
plan to make this a land where individuals 
could tread the path to Mastership with- 
out the hems and hedges of ancient and 
evolutionally-outgrown forms and tabus. 
The “Age of Reason,’ as Tom Paine 
synthesized it for his day, was dawning. 
But what has happened since then to the 
“privileged” American? Has he no longer 
a sense of his destiny? 

So Uranus comes full turn again . 
and he works with what he finds! What 
will the consequences be this time—for an 
aspectee of Uranus never gets off “scot 
free.” His first recordable visit to these 
shores brought the American Revolution, 
followed by a period of national cohesion 
and growth; secondly, came the Civil 


War, when this young nation, in the 
manner of its conduct of human affairs, 
was getting “too big for its britches” in 
the sight of the Higher Law. Then fol- 
lowed the period of reconstruction and 
growth. 

Now, in 1952-53, under the shadow of 
the third Uranian return, and with but a 
relatively short time to go before the ex- 
pected dawn of the Aquarian Age, what is 
the great lesson to be learned; what turn 
are events going to take to bring us back 
to our manifest destiny? What—this 
time—has been left undone, or must be 
shattered, relinquished, remodeled by this 
nation, to clear the way for the next 
great spurt of human progress? What is 
to be the next step in human progress ? 

Considering the major and minor (lu- 
nation) aspects over this nation now, we 
could very well borrow the motto of the 
great State of Kansas for our present 
national situation: ‘“‘Ad astra peraspera.” 
To the stars by the hard ways. 

Checking what I wrote for American 
Astrology a year ago, to note how far the 
overall aspects had changed through the 
passing twelve months, I find I called 
attention then to: the triple involvement, 
or “meshing” of the three charts (July 
1951 lunation, U.S.A.-1776 Chart and the 
Great Mutation Chart of 1842) which 
would set off events of staggering import 
to this Country. . . . That history will be 
made in this Nation during the coming 
two years, .. . That General MacArthur 
was a “man of destiny’—attested to by 
his Aquarian Sun’s conjunction with the 
Aquarian Sun of the 1842 Mutation 
Chart. 

It -would seem that these things have 
been consistently borne out. Unprece- 
dented departures have been made from 
the accepted interpretations of authority. 
President Truman seized the steel mills, 
and further asserted he had the power to 
seize the press and communications sys- 
tems of the country, if, in his opinion, it 
was warranted. It is still too early 
(5/4/52) to make any deductions about 
the successful nominees at the Party Con- 
ventions in Chicago, but of this you may 
be sure: in the Convention of the Repub- 
lican party, the name of General Mac- 
Arthur will bulk very large indeed, for he 
was born with his stars impaled on the 
horns of major aspects in this Nation’s 
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birth chart. The Korean situation, which 
was a year old then, and two years old 
this June 24, 1952, is now called “The 
Forgotten War,” but it is still our inter- 
national “hot potato” despite the forget- 
ting. For the rest of it, the starry plots 
indicated then have only thickened, leav- 
ing the great denouément still to be un- 
ravelled. But as sure as Uranus started 
the job then in the making, Uranus will 
finish it. How?  That’s still God’s 
secret ! 

LUNATION TRENDS FOR THE UNITED STATES 


The lunation for this month preceeds 
the two national conventions to be held 
in Chicago, and with the configurations 
falling as they do, anything can happen. 
Pledged delegates will reverse themselves 
... for no apparent reasons. Charges of 
double-dealing will be made on all sides. 
The two candidates most talked of for 
the Republican nomination at this time 
(5/4/52)—Taft and Eisenhower—have 
afflictions from the July New Moon, as 
well as Saturn-Neptune conjoined on the 
date of the election in November. Al- 


though full of spiritual significance, this 
Saturn-Neptune ray could spell defeat 


for whichever of these two men, who 
happened to win the nomination. On elec- 
tion day, Saturn and Neptune are in orb, 
and fall on Senator Taft’s Uranus, and 
on General Eistenhower’s Sun. The ques- 
tion then becomes: which of these two 
men has a chart strong enough to win 
under such a major configuration? In our 
opinion, this Saturn-Neptune conjunction 
could cause so much belligerency among 
the groups of the convention that both 
parties may settle on a compromise candi- 
date. Taft and Eisenhower both have 
planets in conjunction with the U. S. A. 
Saturn, confirming their public lives, tied 
up to the destiny of their country, regard- 
less of the outcome of the coming battles 
of the Republican Convention. But, 
astrologers, how can either 6f these men 
continue in power with a Neptune ray 
working so strongly in their charts at this 
crucial time? It seems, from a delineation 
of the planets, that the man selected for 
the top office of the Nation must, of 
necessity, be a compromise choice. Fur- 
thermore, both Taft and Eisenhower have 
afflictions that are touched off by the 
vibrations of the August eclipse. It will 
fall on Senator Taft’s Saturn, and oppose 
General Eisenhower’s progressed Mars. 


August also bring other aspects to the 
General’s chart that are not too good: 
one, Mars transiting in Scorpio, and the 
other: Neptune transiting his Sun all 
summer. With a Neptune transit of the 
,Sun, the individual has many enemies 
working against him behind the scenes, 
and also, the health is never the best. We 
know that General Eisenhower has 
worked under pressure in Europe for 
many months. This Neptune aspect fur- 
ther indicates that Dame Grundy also 
gets busy digging up the past to find 
what she can to use against him, should 
he be the successful nominee. 

Aspects in the July lunation indicates 
also the vast amount of money that will 
be spent for electioneering: Mercury and 
Uranus conjoined to the U. S. A. Sun 
near the house of finance, sextile Jupiter 
in the sign of Taurus, in the 12th house. 
Plenty of “hush” money is going to cir- 
culate. The stars indicate that the coming 
campaign will be one of the dirtiest smear 
campaigns ever conducted in American 
politics. Pluto, conjoined to the 4th house 
cusp, is in opposition to the Moon of 
the U. S. A. chart: women will really 
sway voting in the conventions! 

If past cycles of booms and depressions 
are a faithful barometer, we may have 
considerable excitement in the stock mar- 
ket. A downward movement, but Sun, 
Moon, Venus trine Mars: some stocks 
may hold their own—may even go higher. 

While Mars is in the 5th, its influence 
is felt strongly in the 6th house, there- 
fore it gives Saturn and Neptune the 
edge on the square of Mercury-Uranus in 
the 2nd, or financial house, rather than 
the Sun-Moon Venus trine Mars. Peace 
talks will continue at Pammunjom; they 
could even arrive at a closer understand- 
ing—especially with regard to the Prison- 
ers of War issue—than they have up to 
now. Many troops will be returned State- 
side this month, and Japanese war brides 
—to the dismay of American girls—will 
create quite a stir. Mothers of American 
soldiers are going to be called upon for 
great self-control and toleration, and to 
face the fact that the world IS changing 

. . right before their eyes. International 
marriages are becoming more and more 
common, and we are being called upon 
to respect them .. . learn lessons from 
them. (Have you read that article in 
April Coronet Magazine: Why GI’s Pre- 
fer Those German Girls?) All of this 
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is evidenced by aspects from the 5th 
house of the lunation and a period of 
three month’s thereafter, since they are so 
close to aspects in the Ingress chart: 
youth departing from conservative forms 
of the past. We've sent our boys around 
the world—as “warriors’”—it’s true; but 
should we forget the lessons of history 
and be surprised that they have found 
much that is not only good, but that they 
considered better than they left at home? 
The Uranian influence! We are being 
called upon to test our breadth of vision, 
our spiritual capacity ; called upon to help 
convert these young foreign women into 
good American wives and mothers. This 
continuing admixture of the American 
blood stream was indicated in the 1776 
U. S. A. Chart, by the presence of the 
planet Pluto in opposition to the Moon. 

The motion picture industry, the enter- 
tainment and sports worlds, come into the 
spotlight again this month with more 
scandals and unpleasant publicity. The 
Government’s investigation of the income 
tax affairs of prominent public servants 
continue to uncover more unsavory finan- 
cial legerdemain. The Nation at large— 
quite understandably is more interested 
this month in domestic rather than in 
foreign affairs. Stimulated by the dramas 
to take place at the two Conventions at 
Chicago, the public blood pressure will be 
sent soaring by press, radio and television 
reporting. The Full Moon of July 7th 
carries the lunation’s Cancer planets to 
the 11th house, in opposition to the Moon 
in the Sth, a further indication that 
women, and women’s groups, strongly in- 
fluence many of the Convention’s selec- 
tions and policies. 

BRITAIN 

The lunation of June 22, 1952, for 
London, follows the Ingress of the Sun 
into Cancer by a matter of hours. This 
accentuates the influence of the aspects 
for the summer months. Events promised 
by the New Moon may not occur imme- 
diately, but will be touched off through- 
out the summer—especially during the 
month of August. The August eclipse of 
the Sun occurs right on the 26° Leo 
ascendant of the July chart, and events 
promised by the lunation will likely be 
activated around that time. Turbulence in 
colonial affairs, and stormy sessions in 
parliament can be expected. The luna- 
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tion’s Venus, Mercury and Uranus are 
in the 11th house, which rules the parlia- 
ment, squaring Saturn-Neptune in the 
2nd and 3rd houses: Members of that 
august body are going to rebel against 
further taxation, further privation, but 
are going to be more conservative than 
ever about allowing “‘breathing money” to 
leave the Islands. 

The dissension, if any elections are 
held, amounts almost to a revolt, but the 
Liberal party will dominate. If Mr. 
Churchill is still Prime Minister, he will 
have a difficult time holding on to his 
power and prestige. Whenever Mercury 
and Uranus are conjoined, thinking is 
beside the point, ultra-modern—a little 
on the erratic side; too much individual- 
ism is evidence without the necessary 
checks and balances. It will be a difficult 
time for Mr. Churchill—should there be 
any election—with: Jupiter opposing the 
ascendant and Mercury of Mr. Churchill's 
personal chart. This conjunction squares 
his Mars: He has a battle on his hands 
with regard to any legislative matter he 
may be sponsoring. However, Pluto, in 
his horoscope, is in the 10th house of the 
lunation chart, and it would seem that al- 
though organized labor is against him, the 
people are for him. The struggle becomes 
acute by August. In our opinion, Prime 
Minister Churchill is an invaluable ad- 
visor to young Queen Elizabeth, and it is 
our personal hope that he is spared for 
a long time to assist her in the present 
Crisis of Empire. 

The situation in South Africa grows 
more tense with advancing summer. 
There could be open rebellion before 
July is over: Sun-Neptune 19° of Cancer 
in the chart of the Union of South 
Africa, exactly squaring the transiting 
Neptune in Cancer. This can bring the 
critical racial situation to a culmination 
and excite racial conflicts all over the 
world. It is England’s destiny that racial 
problems would have to be ironed out 
between the peoples of South Africa and 
the Empire: indicated by Saturn in the 
May 31, 1910 Union of South Africa 
Chart on the young Queen’s natal Sun. 
During the early part of her reign, this 
aspect will present her with many prob- 
lems. The ascendant for the African 
chart is within a degree of Elizabeth’s 
natal Moon, repeated testimony of the 
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problems with populations under her 
dominion. Serious outbreaks could occur 
during the summer—possibly sometime 
during July or August. When she took 
the Queen’s oath, the fixed cross was 
working heavily, and while her chart in- 
dicates she will have a long and prosper- 
ous reign, it is not going to be one devoid 
of knotty problems. Her horoscope indi- 
cates she is a sovereign blessed with a 
sense of justice, tempered with mercy. 
She will be loved and respected, but she 
will be firm in her judgments. 


EGYPT 

All the planets in the sign of Cancer 
—for the lunation for Cairo—fall in the 
10th house. This would indicate that 
Egypt is in the news and that she has 
difficulty with foreign powers and more 
insurrections to contend with. While King 
Farouk may appoint a new Prime Min- 
ister to carry on affairs of government, 
such affairs will be far from peaceful for 
the people. The lunation, with Venus, is a 
soft note, and indicates considerable 
“sweet talk,” but with the square to 
Saturn, it lacks the fundamental basis for 
peace that appears on the surface. Propa- 
ganda will be spread by foreign agents to 
incite rioting. The financial situation is 
critical; the people are in a rebellious 
mood because of the heavy taxes levied 
to maintain an unpopular government. 
Tourist money has slisappeared because 
of the rioting, and especially because of 
the burning of the famous Shepard’s 
Hotel, a world renowned and popular 
rendezvous for international travelers. 
The Nile waters have been plentiful this 
year. Crops will be large, and this will 
help somewhat to offset the economic 
pressures. 

IRAN 

Little change in the Iranian situation 

. except that it’s worsened! Saturn is 
in close proximity to the ascendant of the 
Teheran chart, squaring Mercury and 
Uranus in the 10th. The government and 
the people are still at serious variance 
because of the internal economic situation. 
Plenty of pressure is being brought to 
bear by the Russians to take over the 
refineries. There is plenty of opposition to 
Mossadegh and his advisors from the peo- 
ple. The opposition party may invite the 
3ritish to come back and reopen the oil 
industry. The workers desperately need 
the income. 


CHINA 

The stars indicate that the Chinese 
themselves have made overtures for peace 
several times during the past six months. 
The Russian-dominated Chinese at Pam- 
munjom, however, do not represent the 
will of the Chinese people. The propa- 
ganda that emanates from behind the Iron 
Curtain does not represent the will of 
the Chinese people, nor the truth of the 
real situation there. If the Korean war is 
still in progress, losses will continue to 
be very heavy, and reading the lunation 
chart for Peiping, members of the law- 
making body are at variance not only 
with one another, but with the Russians: 
Saturn and Neptune, conjoined, squaring 
Mercury and Uranus in the 8th house. 
Money to further implement the war is 
lacking ; the army is lucky now if it gets 
even a curtailed ration of rice. The eco- 
nomic situation for China, itself, is at a 
very low level. It would also seem that 
Chinese war leaders are at odds with 
their Russian dominators. However, the 
trine between Sun-Moon-\Venus and Mars 
may heal the breach before it becomes 
an open break. It is singular that this 
month only two houses of the Peiping 
chart are heavily tenanted—only Jupiter 
and Pluto are in other signs and houses. 
The concentrated starry power is focused 
on legislation and finances. 

The July lunation pattern is very detri- 
mental to Mao Tse Tung’s natal horo- 
scope. July and August are very precari- 
ous months for the dictator of the 
Chinese. 

INDIA 

The Cancer group—for India—falls in 
the 9th house of the chart set up for 
New Delhi, and relates to religion, sci- 
ence, law, philosophy, and foreign affairs. 
India, it seems, is more at peace at the 
moment with her neighbors and others 
than she has been for some time. While 
there are malcontents on the scene this 
month, they do not stir active trouble that 
disturbs India as a whole. Efforts are 
made to obtain foreign markets for her 
commodities ; her rice crop is abundant, 
and her people seem to have a little less 
hardship than in the recent past. Religious 
hostilities still exist underground, but ap- 
parently will not break out activély this 
month. 

JAPAN 

Saturn on the midheaven of the Tokio 

chart shows a reactionary trend among 
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the subjects of the Emperor, again on 
their own under the recently ratified 
Peace Treaty of San Francisco. It ap- 
pears there will be a swing towards con- 
servatism. Representatives of the old 
baronial class are trying to regain their 
old power, Saturn-Neptune on the mid- 
heaven, squaring the Cancer group in the 
7th, defines the trend back to the status 
quo ante bellem. The sooner U. S. mili- 
tary personnel and High Command leave 
the Island the happier the Japanese peo- 
ple expect to be. Mars, in the 11th house 
—of legislation—in the Tokio chart is 
indicative of this impatience. There is a 
group that would even welcome a return 
of the old monarchial government. 

Japan suffers a setback in her negotia- 
tions to export her products throughout 
the world this month. Her biggest cus- 
tomer—she hopes—will be the United 
States: Jupiter in the 5th, house of 
foreign loans and investments. Many 
of her young people would like to emi- 
grate to this country. American troop 
ships, returning this month from Japan, 
will carry many war brides, The choice 
of Japanese girls as wives by our boys 
has been quite a blow to many an Ameri- 
can girl's ego. 

MEXICO 


The chart for Mexico City, for July, 
is rather unusual. There are no planets 
above the horizon. This always indicates 
an emphasis on internal things—growth 
without external expression; more inter- 
est in what goes on within the country 
than in world affairs. 

We wonder if the “hoof and mouth” 
disease among cattle will not spread in 
Mexico this summer. The sign Taurus is 
ascending (ruling cattle) with Jupiter 
practically on the cusp, making a wide 
opposition to Mars in the 6th, the house 
of animals. Such an epidemic could be 
curbed if taken in time and the infected 
herds destroyed immediately, shown by 
the 2nd house Sun-Moon trine to Mars. 
Due to an outbreak of this disease in 
Canada, we may look to Mexico fer 
cattle, if she keeps down the spread of 
this infection. The United States could 
be called upon to help Mexico to protect 
her cattle so that it can be exported to 
this country, because of the limited sup- 
ply available from Canada. 
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By agreement between the two govern- 
ments, arrangements appear to have been 
made to transport Mexican labor across 
the border to assist in the American har- 
vest. The Unions have entered into ne- 
gotiations and are looking to the U. S. 
for the necessary equipment to handle 
these croppers: all shown by Mercury 
and Uranus square Saturn-Neptune in 
the 6th house of labor, The Offices of 
Immigration—both American and Mex- 
ican—handling this migration may have 
trouble over visas. Workers will attempt 
to remain: Mercury and Uranus in the 
third squaring Saturn-Neptune in the 
6th house of labor. 


ARGENTINA 


The Independence Chart of July 9, 
1816 for Argentina has three planets in 
the sign of Cancer. This month’s luna- 
tion for Buenos Aires—with four planets 
in Cancer—on these earlier Cancer 
planets, squaring Saturn-Neptune and 
opposing the Sun of the Independence 
chart in Capricorn, sets up a series of 
vibrations that can start a severe up- 
heaval in Argentina. Much of it could 
be directed against Juan Peron and his 
regime: Saturn and Neptune conjoining 
his natal Sun and Mars, with Jupiter op- 
posing his Scorpio planets, with Mars 
on them. This would indicate that the 
Argentine military continues to differ 
with him in policy, and that he will have 
a difficult time in putting down insurrec- 
tions. It could also include the possibility 
that his wife, Evita, may be again con- 
fined to a hospital some time during the 
summer months: Moon in the Ingress 
Chart of June 2lst, falling on Peron’s 
Neptune. For the period of the July 
lunation and the rest of the summer 
things will be very difficult for the Peron 
government. Foreign investors are gradu- 
ally withdrawing capital and support 
from Argentinian industry. Mars, of 
the lunation, conjoins the Jupiter of the 
Independence chart, with the transiting 
Jupiter in opposition: this nation is hav- 
ing a very difficult time holding foreign 
capital already invested in the country. 
There is also a personal, emotional prob- 
lem facing Peron, read from the transit-

Neptune

Our First Grandchild 


Cumpren are fortunate to have 
grandmothers, especially grandmothers 
who will assume responsibility for their 
care. We have received many letters from 
these grandmothers and find they have 
retained a flexible mind and ability to 
understand the situations and conditions 
in this present world crisis. They are 
willing to learn how to cope with the 
restless child of today even though the 
years have separated them from their 
own peaceful childhood days and the days 
when their own babies were tiny. 

Today so many homes are broken up 
through incompatability, illness or death 
leaving the children without proper care. 
Grandmothers suffer a great deal under 
these conditions as well as their grand- 
children. They want to do something 
about it, for they are not as helpless as 
the little ones. Some of these grand- 
mothers sacrifice a great deal in taking 
the responsibility of raising them, for in 
many cases they are business women. 
Yet, they manage the best they can to 
provide a home for what is left of the 
family in order to have a home environ- 
ment for the children. They watch the 
unhappy state of affairs and conditions 
of their own daughters or sons and are 
apprehensive in their anxiety for the 
grandchildren’s welfare. Some of them 
seem to know the proper method of child 
guidance and the latest on child-psycholo- 
gy and can train the little ones in the 
best possible manner. 


Many mother’s question their daugh- 
ter’s method of discipline, which the 
daughters resent, for they do ‘not want 





their mothers to interfere in the slightest 
with the discipline of the baby. 

We believe the grandmothers do un- 
derstand their grandchildren much better 
than the daughters realize. We have dis- 
covered the grandchild seems to have in- 
herited something of the same character- 
istics and is more like the grandmother 
than its own mother in many cases. If 
the daughters would only recognize this 
fact and work with their mothers the 
children would be happier and they would 
all retain a more peaceful environment. 


Responsibility of Grandparents 

However, we also find grandparents 
who are willing to assume the responsi- 
bility of a grandchild if it is necessary, 
even though there might be a problem 
later on. A grandmother writes: 

“Our first grandchild, a little girl, was 
born May 23, 1951, 9:45 a.m., —— ——, 
California. My son was born January 
12, 1928 at 6:00 p.m. at —— ' 
Illinois. The mother was born August 
19, 1928 in lowa (the exact place and 
time are unknown). They were married 
on June 19, 1949 in —— ——, Cali- 
fornia. 

“It seemed a perfect match and the 
daughter-in-law was very happy, said 
she loved us as her own family, that her 
own mother had never been very good to 
her. Then suddenly, 6r so it seemed to 
us at the time, she went insane, wildly 
for a few days, then very queer for a 
few weeks, now to a casual observor very 
normal. This happened October 19, 1951. 
We had several of the best doctors in, 
they administered sedatives and after

complete examinations pronounced her to 
have dementia-praecox, with a persecu- 
tion complex. 

“To skip all the heartbreaking details 
and to get to the point of this letter, her 
parents refused to permit her to have 
treatments and, in general, proceeded to 
convince her it was all a put-up job on 
our part. She is unable to care for the 
baby and will not let her own mother 
have her (her parents belatedly admit 
their terrible mistake), but would gladly 
give her to me if I ask for her. 

“But—would this be a mistake? Is the 
child normal and is it the right thing for 
me to do? I was born June 4, 1903 at 
6 A.M, in Chicago, Ill. My husband on 
June 30, 1904 at 6:30 A.M., Chicago, 
il. 


“Thank you for the grand work you 
are doing for your public—and God bless 
and prosper you in all you do.” 

It would seem the grandparents are 
placed in a difficult position for if the 
daughter-in-law is not able to care for 
the baby and will not let her own par- 
ents have it, the grandparents will have 
to take it for a little while at least, unless 
they desire to put it in a nursery. The 
grandmother realizes she must reorgan- 
ize her whole life and the home environ- 
ment, if she took on this responsibility. 
The grandfather, a sensitive Cancerian 
with the Sun, Neptune and Venus here, 
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is a person who does require the com- 
forts of home and enjoys attention, but 
is one who will assist in times of 
need. His progressed Moon in the sign 
of Scorpio square natal Saturn is not 
amenable to an easy adjustment in new 
living conditions at this time. Transiting 
Saturn in square aspect to his natal Sun 
indicates a period when readjustments 
are difficult and discouraging, but never- 
theless must be made. 


Grandmother's Horoscope 


Her chart indicates she will be in- 
clined to worry about the child whether 


‘she has it or not. Her ninth house, repre- 


senting grandchildren, holds long suf- 
fering Saturn. Saturn here indicates she 
is attracted to any very difficult problem 
and if need be to sacrifice her own hap- 
piness, so it is likely she will manage to 
finally ask for the child. This does not 
mean that it is best for her to have the 
baby girl, but that she will feel the re- 
sponsibility of the child of her own son. 

She is a Gemini and so is the child; 
tigere is much that is shown in the charts 
of like characteristics in the two natures. 
They both have planets scattered through 
the various houses, indicating they scat- 
ter their energies doing many things. 
The child must be trained to concentrate 
as she grows older and the grandmother 
must try to settle down to making good 
use of her time so that she does not dissi- 
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pate her energies in too many channels. 
If she cannot do this‘they will both be 
very nervous and restless when they are 
together. The grandmother has unusual 
intuitive faculties and is very capable as 
shown by the well placed planets and 
aspects, also by the emphasis of Cardinal 
Quadruplicities and Air Triplicities, but 
not too practical since she has no planet 
in the Earth Triplicities. The child has 
an emphasis of Cardinal and Mutable 
Quadruplicities and is fairly well bal- 
anced in the four Triplicities. They make 
a very good combination but they both 
lack the fixity of purpose. 

The grandmother’s fear of the child’s 
mentality, or any unfortunate problem, 
is noted in the first house segment of her 
chart representing children. Mars here 
in the sign of Libra and square to Nep- 
tune on the cusp of the second house 
and the sign of Cancer indicates fear 
that her friends will criticize her if there 
is a difficult problem with the child so 
that it might injure her social standing. 
Mars is ruler of Aries, the 11th house 
sign and the department of “friends, 
hopes and wishes.”. Neptune is ruler of 
the 10th house sign of Pisces, and the 
department of ‘social honors” and “pub- 
lic opinion.” She will do everything in 
her power to help the child, not only for 
the child’s welfare, but her son’s benefit 
and the family prestige. 

The only point here is that if she 
would not worry, or become nervous the 
situation would work out all right. She 
will be naturally efficient and particular 
regarding the child’s physical and ma- 
terial needs, but unless she can be proud 
of her she is not likely to give her the 
love and sympathy that she craves. This 
indication is found in the child’s chart as 
she has the moon in the sign of Capri- 
corn. In fact, amy woman, including her 
own mother is not apt to love her nor 
give her sympathy, when it is love she 
needs and wants. 


Grand-daughter's Chart 


The indication of the child’s mentality 
is perfectly normal. She does not inherit 
her mother’s mental disturbance since she 
has few if any planets affected that ap- 
parently cause this trouble. We would 
have liked to have printed the chart of 
the mother but the birth time and place 
is not known and we are of the opinion 
that a diagnosis of her mental condition 





cannot be made without the exact mo- 
ment of birth, 

Nevertheless, the mother has Uranus 
conjunction her child’s Jupiter which 
squares the ‘Moon and Uranus. Since the 
Moon and Uranus are in opposition as- 
pect in both charts the association would 
never be compatible, so it is best if she 
cannot ‘care for the baby that she give 
her up. Her solar chart shows Saturn 
and Mars in opposition and square Venus 
with Neptune and Mercury in a very 
close orb that brings a T-Cross in Muta- 
ble signs. The transits of October 19, 
1951 together with the progression of 
that year brought a climax of these 
planets, including the Uranus opposite 
Moon configuration. Her baby does not 
have these planetary configurations and 
will not have the same trouble. Her 
grandmother can be assured of that, no 
matter what kind of tantrums the child 
throws, for she will do that, unless she 
has kindness and love around her. 

Her Sun and Mars in conjunction in 
the sign of Gemini give her a good deal 
of courage and energy with a tendency 
toward rashness. Gemini makes the mind 
very active and gives the ability to be 
interested in comparative studies of vari- 
ous subjects. There is generally a shift- 
ing from one subject to another without 
gaining satisfaction so that energy is 
turned to restlessness and nervousness. 
Mars here will make her daring, quick 
of speech and sometimes sarcastic, yet 
very intelligent, and delighting in a sham 
battle of words. Mars and the Sun in 
conjunction give good health resistance. 

Mercury, ruler of Gemini, is in the 
sign of Taurus. This fact should be help- 
ful and somewhat control her rash ten- 
dency to quick speech, for Mercury here 
tends to cause ideas and thoughts to come 
slowly and learning does not come easily. 
Since the Gemini tendency is to jump to 
conclusions Mercury in Taurus will 
steady her mental processes a great deal. 
Mercury is the principal ruler of the 
mind and is known as the planet that has 
rule over reason and logic. 

“Our best students usually have Mer- 
cury separated from the Sun by from 
fifteen to twenty-five degrees,” states 
Dr. Cornell in Medical Astrology. This 
child, has Mercury separated from the 
Sun by 25 degrees. Mercury is trine in 
aspect to the Moon, which is always con- 
sidered an indication of a good mind and 
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active intelligence. However, the Moon is 
in a poor sign for a true expression of 
the Moon’s influence so that the emo- 
tional side of the nature will be turned 
toward. an outward expression that is not 
always conducive to making a favorable 
impression. She is apt to skim over 
things lightly so that few people will 
know her real soul qualities. It has been 
observed that the Moon in Capricorn 
gives the urge to search for the soul of 
things, to find the truth and prove its 
value as a way of life. Any study along 
the religious line, or argument, is for 
this express purpose. i 

The child will need someone to help 
her find this truth and learn to value the 
tenderness and care for something she 
loves. She should be taught from the 
very beginning of her observation of 
things around her how to love her dollie 
and other little toys by showing her how 
to caress and hold them tightly to her. 
She is not born with this nature and 
will suffer through lack of true under- 
standing of love. Her Venus in Cancer 
trine to Saturn in Virgo indicates a crav- 
ing for love and dissatisfaction through 
criticism, but when she learns to send 
out love and ask none in return she will 
know happiness and true service. 

Pluto in the first house and the sign 
of Leo gives a dominating attitude, but 
only as a protective garment until she 
can prove to herself her own position in 
an existing situation or condition. Pluto 
here without evil aspects indicates a 
great desire for progress and soul un- 
foldment, but her attitude and person- 
ality will not indicate this fact. She is of 
a dualistic nature and will have a two- 
fold objective, for her Saturnian virtues 
of caution and reserve will sometimes be 
shown in her activities ‘as indicated 
through the trine aspect of Sun-Saturn 
and the Fixed Cardinal Cross. At other 
times she is apt to be undecided and rest- 
less. Training and corrective guidance 
will bring out her wonderful qualities that 
will start her on the right road to further 
and greater progress. 


Comparison Chart of Grandmother 
and Grandchild 


With the Sun of both in the sign of 
Gemini and the Venus of both in the 
sign of Cancer, they have much in com- 
mon, With a little effort on the part of 


the grandmother to bring out the child’s 
fine qualities and submerge her worst 
they can find a great deal of comfort in 
each other. The grandmother is able to 
share her attention with her husband as 
well as the! child and will be happy in 
doing that. She instinctively should know 
what the child enjoys and how to hold 
her interest for she can look back upon 
her childhood and the things she needed 
and those special things she had to do 
in order to learn obedience. If she takes 
the child it should be while she is a baby 
for after she is older and learns to talk 
she is apt to be contrary, and not much 
can be accomplished. It will require a 
great deal of patience on the part of the 
grandmother to assume this task of rais- 
ing the child as she must have constant 
attention, and they are both inclined to 
nervous restlessness. The child can act as 
a balance wheel here for she is more 
inclined to be steady with more of a one 
track mind, but it will be difficult for the 
grandmother to realize this fact which is 
apt to cause much of the trouble and 
misunderstanding. 

Her own son, the father of the child, 
has Leo rising, giving some assistance to 
her in understanding the child’s person- 
ality. A good many of the characteris- 
tics are the same and if she recalls any 
of the difficulties in raising him she can 
correct her own mistakes in guiding his 
child. Otherwise, she will have the same 
problems to work out that she had with 
him. The adverse aspects of the Moon, 
Uranus and Jupiter in the son’s chart 
are shown in the child’s chart in cardinal 
signs but in another position, probably 
brought out a little stronger in the child’s 
chart. These configurations give emotion- 
al upsets and domestic troubles. It will 
be necessary to teach the child honesty 
and obedience. She must learn the value 
of money in spending and saving, for she 
is inclined to use poor judgment in these 
matters. She is likely to become sus- 
picious, hard and unyielding concerning 
finances, for she will tend to lay blame 
on someone else if she does not get full 
value received for any service she might 
render. When she learns to save her 
pennies and can spend them when she 
has saved enough to buy the special ob- 
ject of her destre she will learn their value 
and not in any other way. She learns 
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faster by doing rather than taking in- 
structions or suggestions. 


When we turn the grandmother’s chart 
around to the sign of Leo, the Ascend- 
ing sign of the child, we can see the 
danger of this type of instruction and the 
possibility of the grandmother using it, 
for she has Mercury, the ruler of Virgo 
the second house sign, in conjunction 
with her Sun and Pluto, representing her 
method in talking and explaining, which 
is good, if she shows the best system for 
handling money and in allowing the child 
to work it out by herself. When the child 
sees she has not carried out the plan cor- 
rectly and is not able to accomplish her 
purpose she will make another start and 
finally learn. The child has Saturn in the 
second house in Virgo, representing fear 
of poverty and the need to be prudent in 
handling money. 


In the Comparison chart Mercury in 
the child’s chart is square to Saturn in 
the grandmother’s chart. This means the 
child will feel her grandmother does not 
understand her so she will keep many of 
her own problems to herself, but this is 
not necessary for her Sun and Mars are 
in such good aspect to the grandmother’s 
Moon, Mars and Mercury. They can 
work out a solution to this problem very 
well. All they need is faith and confidence 
in each other. 

We turn the child’s chart to Gemini 
rising, the sign on the ascendant of the 
grandmother’s horoscope and we find 
Saturn on the fourth house cusp with 
Neptune intercepted in Libra. This does 
not make the home conditions very satis- 
factory for the child as there is the fear 
of family affairs being aired and loneli- 
ness. The duties around the home must 
be appreciated and tactfully handled in 
order to teach and train the child how to 
manage her work and get full value re- 
ceived. But if she is told she must ap- 
preciate the care and protection she is 
enjoying she will not feel she can help 
the matter in the first place, and resent 
the family problem with her parents in 
the second place. She will feel the re- 
sponsibility of her grandparents deeply 
and resolve to give her life to repay 
them, although she will not say so. 

In answer to the question: “Would 
this be a mistake if the grandmother took 
the responsibility of the child?” we can 


only say the child needs love and protec- 
tion more than anything else and if the 
grandparents can supply that she will be 
happy with them, otherwise some other 
system could be worked out for the child’s 
care. 

This is an answer to whether it is the 

right thing to do or not as we have cov- 
ered the analysis very carefully so as to 
‘help in making the decision. We have 
imagined the child as growing up and 
living in this home, while at the present 
time she is a tiny baby little knowing 
what the future holds for her. 

From all the indications in the chart 
we feel the child is normal. She has a 
strong disposition and a clever mind, and 
many fine qualities that can be developed 
and encouraged, so that she will be a 
lovely successful person. This requires a 
peaceful environment, intellectual associ- 
ates and congenial friends. The grand- 
parents must adjust themselves to little 
children playing around the home and 
in the yard. They should lend a happy 
spirit to the place and bring joy to every- 
one. This may be a big problem for if 
there is much entertaining in the home 
now a little baby will make quite a dif- 
ference in the place, but if the task is 
done with love and devotion, then there 
is no reason why it should not be a good 
thing to do. The wanting to have the 
baby and the love that is showered on it 
is the most important thing in the world 
for child and grandparents.

Future Brightens 
Dear Miss Starr: 

My husband and I have struggled with 
our problems a long, long time trying to 
find a solution. So if it is within your 
heart and ability to help us we would be 
truly grateful. We're desperate. 

Husband—born between 12 midnight 
and 2 A.M. (?) E. S. T., 41 N., 74 W,, 
March 12, 1905. 

Wife—born about 9 P.M., E. S. T., 41 
N., 74 W., August 22, 1905. Married— 
August 2, 1952. 

Problem: We've been married a long 
time and it has been a constant series of 
fiascoes—why, astrologically? My hus- 
band has a wonderful disposition, above 
average in intelligence, appearance and 
background ; has executive ability and yet 
he has never been able to hold a job more 
than five years (that length of time oc- 
curred only once). We are always in or 
getting ourselves out of debt. He seem- 
ingly knows of but doesn’t assume re- 
Sponsibilities such as clothing his family 
(myself and two children—a boy and a 
girl—girl adopted ). 

He has had so many opportunities but 
soon starts criticizing those around him, 
getting conceited and I’ve been told not 
executing his responsibilities properly and 
then he’s out and we start running into 
debt. Then when he gets another job we 
start paying off and just about the time 
we're even—whamo—a repeat perform- 
ance. 

I've worked with him and on my own, 
providing clothes and necessary private 
schooling for a few years for the boy 
(who had a sound deficiency). This solved 
nothing. Then I made the serigus mis- 


take of thinking perhaps I was too dom- 
ineering and helped shoulder his respon- 
sibilities too much. So I took a complete 
“hands off’ policy. Result—he borrowed 
money unknown for the most part to me 
to the amount of 3 to 4 thousand dollars. 
He seems to have no conscience about re- 
payment. Right now he is in business for 
himself (roofing, sidings, all home im- 
provements); started August, 1951. He 
was treasurer—but discharged his duties 
so poorly, he allowed company to run into 
the red and was relieved of his office— 
ad infinitum. 

I pity him truly because he seems and 
says he is confused by life’s problems. 

Are we bad for each other and there- 
fore bad for the children? Has he just 
never found his own particular field of 
endeavor? Truly we want the best solu- 
tion and pray that yau can help us.

ANSWER: Both you and your hus- 
band are passing through a testing Sat- 
urnine period of your lives. In both your 
charts the progressed Moon is on natal 
Saturn. This causes you to see the darker 
side of your relationship and life in gen- 
eral. This Saturnine influence is further 
strengthened by the fact that the transit- 
ing Saturn is passing over your prog- 
ressed Sun and Mercury in Libra. You 
are viewing your marriage “as through a 
glass, darkly.” 

When Saturn transits into your seventh 
house next year you will continue to feel 
the testing influence of this planet in 
your relationships with other people. 
However, by that time the progressed 
Moon will have passed over your Saturn, 
and you should not feel so depressed and 
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“desperate,” as you now state you feel. 

In about a yedr and a half your hus- 
band’s progressed Moon will be on his 
natal Sun and Mercury in Pisces in his 
third house. By that time he should know 
his own mind and where he is going, also 
what he wants to do. He has much better 
indications ahead, as in 1957 his prog- 
ressed Moon will bring out by conjunc- 
tion his natal Jupiter conjunct Venus in 
early Taurus and in 1958 he has a prog- 
ressed lunation that falls on his prog- 
ressed Jupiter in Taurus in his fifth house 
—a really excellent configuration for his 
business and financial success. 

Your own progressed Moon must pass 
through your twelfth house (of restric- 
tions or “behind-the-scenes” activities) 
during the forthcoming two-and-one-half 
year cycle. In 1955 it comes to your 
Ascendant and thereafter enters Taurus, 
the sign that holds your natal Moon in a 
later degree.

When he did go to a doctor he 
was told it was a cyst, and the doctor 
operated to take it out on Jan. 25, 1951; 
when it was opened it was found to bea 
cancer. From then on it bothered him so 
he went to a specialist, who in turn oper- 
ated on him again on April 2, 1951 to 


remove said cancer and had to take out 
the main artery. Well, he only lived three 
days and the fourth morning at 5:20 
A.M. he passed on with coronary throm- 
bosis. My heart is with him in the grave 
where I know it will stay until I go to 
meet him. 
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Please tell me, Miss Starr, what you 
see in regards to his death and the aspects 
ahead for me. 

I take care of my husband's 86 year old 
mother who has lived with us nearly nine 
‘years. It seems if I didn’t pray and be- 
lieve in God I would lose my mind. 

Broken-hearted Gemini. 


ANSWER: I have published your let- 
ter primarily for its interest to astrologi- 
cal students in cancer research. Jupiter 
(under affliction) is the planet usually 
associated with growths, and this planet 
was rising in your husband’s chart in its 
own sign Sagittarius. It was squared 
(inharmoniowsly aspected) by his Moon 
in Virgo anc by his Mercury and Venus 
conjunction in Pisces, and opposed by his 
Pluto in Gemini, putting him on a com- 
plete mutable cross. His Saturn in Can- 
cer was widely square to his Uranus and 
was in close square to his Mars in Libra. 

Relative to the disease cancer, Carter 
states: “The typical indication is that the 
Sun is nearly always related both to Ju- 
piter and to Saturn, either by aspect or 
by sign.” 


He states “Neptune seems 


further: 


sometimes to take the place of Jupiter, 
and this planet is frequently in aspect 
(not always evil) to Mars or Saturn, or 


both. 
“About 25 Virgo-Pisces is a common 


area of affliction. It seems to be con- 
nected with swollen conditions generally, 
_ tumors and growths. Also areas in close 
aspect to these.” 

Carter also states that cancer is not, 
as is often asumed, a disease especially 
connected with the Moon or with the 
sign of the same name, although, of 
course, it frequently attacks the stomach, 
the part of the body ruled by the sign 
Cancer. 

Your husband died when his Sun natal- 
ly trine Jupiter had’ progressed to “the 
opposition of his natal Jupiter and 
Ascendant, and the square to his natal 
Venus-Mercury conjunction. His prog- 
ressed Mars had come to the conjunction 
of his pregressed Uranus in Libra. This 
showed the unforeseen nature (Uranus) 
of the attack by a deadly enemy (Mars). 
It is true it was not a very good time 
for an opefation (Mars rules operations). 
Your husband’s natal Sun was opposed 
by Uranus in Libra, and his natal Mars 
in Libra was, as stated, square his- Sat- 


urn. All that happened was in keeping 
with his astrological aspects. His prog- 
ressed Venus was approaching the con- 
junction with his natal Neptune in Tau- 
rus, a planet disposed of by Venus in 
Pisces, on a cross with Jupiter and the 
Moon. I believe fou would be wise to 
consider all the unhappy events as God's 
will, turning your mind resolutely toward 
the future, and remembering the happy 
days in your marriage, try to forget the 
tragic ending.

Crops that produce their yield above 
the soil and grow from seed with a root 
formation, such as beans, peas, lettuce, 
corn, sweetpeas and marigolds, should be 
planted when the Moon is new or in its 
first quarter.

This Aspectarian provides AN HOUR GUIDE for 
every day, by which it is possible to determine the 
BEST hour of any given day, for commencing or con- 
summating any specific undertaking. 

By acting at the RIGHT TIME, we reduce the 
chances of error to a minimum. It must be understood 
that each influence becomes effective several hours in 
advance of the HOUR given, but decreases in power 
very rapidly after passing that hour. 

The extent of this interval varies widely for the 
various planets involved. The hours given may be 





accepted as a reliable guide if you will time your 
actions and decisions to be made as closely as possible 
to the hour given. If it is not possible to act exactly 
at the hour given, then a time should be chosen which 
is EARLIER rather than LATER. Generally speaking, 
aspects of the Moon may be considered as being in 
effect approximately 10 hours prior to the time given.

GOING FISHING 


Last Quarter and New Moon periods 
are known to be the best time to go 
fishing so plan your vacation for the 
last half of July if you wish to fish. 

The best days are July 14th to 25th 
inclusive. 

The good days are July 10th, 11th, 
12th, 13th, 26th, 27th, 28th and 29th. 

The low average days are July Ist 
to 9th inclusive, also July 30th and 31st. 














fall and stand winter freezes and start 
in with an early growth in the spring. 
The early fall growth keeps soil from 
blowing away when strong fall winds 
blow over the field, also on side hills it 
prevents the heavy rains and excess water 
flowing down the slope from carrying 
away too much top soil. 

When this green cover crop is plowed 
under in the spring it soon decomposes 
and you have good plant food for the 
next crop, with a good supply of humus 
in the soil to hold moisture for your 
growing plants. 

There is no good substitute for animal 
manure or cover crops, unless it would 
be a well made compost pile. Chemical 
fertilizers must be used with caution. 
Too much and too near new growing 
plants can be harmful. You apply chem- 
ical fertilizer to the soil when the moon 
is new, or in First Quarter on planting 
days. Animal manure should be applied 
to the soil on Full Moon or Last Quarter 
periods in fruitful signs or planting days, 
to be plowed under on Routine Farm and 
Garden Work days. 


Plow the cover crop under at Full 
Moon periods when the moon is in good 
planting signs or good planting days. The 
next best time is First Quarter, then 
New Moon, and then Last Quarter, all 
on good planting days.
